'Remus' Dialect 
Traced in Study 

A series of studies were undertaken at Atlanta UaiwiMty to expkve the 
"Uncle Remus didect," accordmg to one of the ptlri|mitt in the caoort 
Southeastern Coitfeience on Linguistics at FSU. 

"The vogue of Negro dialect in 19th centur> American WTiting reached its peak 
in the Uncle Remus cycle of loel Chandler Harris," said Richard A. Long of 
Atlanta University, in his preliminary report of the paper he presented Saturday. 

Harris made a snious attempt to reproduce the kind of black ^eech be 
lemembend from M* yoatt in IfiUk Georpa, Long added. 

Long is one of 46 participants in the conference, which opened Friday night at 
I lorida State with a talk by Charles J. I illmore of the Ohio State University 
Department of Linguistics. 

His topic was "T he Le.\icology of Guilt" and dealt with certain Lnghsh verta 
that make ethical judgments about human Mmnoi, such as accoae, uiUtiie , 
scold, blame, apologize, forgive, justify and excuse. 

Dr. Henry W. Hokc, chairman of the I SU department of modern languages, 
was conference director. 

Conference participants began Saturday morning reading papers reflecting 
research into \ ariou^- areas of linguistic science, according to Anthony L. Vanek, a 
member of the FSU department of English faculty, who was program chairman. 

"We began planning the Southeastern Conference on Linguistics (SECOL) last 

fall, with our goal being mutual exchange of knowledge and research findings 
among linguists in the area and their exposure to new trends inlhc field." Vanek 
said. 

Saturday's program dealt with aspects of language ranging from the 
aforementioned Itede Remas dialect flirou^ writttm J^nnese dmacten to 

double natives. 

' According to James H. Buck, University of Georgia, the Japnese wnta^ 
system is a cultuial trat^plnt from China and ito development covered many 
centuries. 

In the published abstract of the paper he presented Saturday, Crawfore 
explains that although tiie great majority of characters woe mtroduced from 
China, the Japanese consdovi^ created a number of dianders triudi becaroe 

part of their written language. 

The K>ycar-old Japanese theory that the characters were invented to represent 
ideas which existed in Japan but not in China was disputed by Crawford.

The Board of Regents staff 
anticipates that shortly aftcf 1975 
Florida wil meet the national avcnr 
in per ooA of iu oolma ige 
population in oalege. 

Writing hi the cutrmt iane of 
llorida State University's 
Governmental ReKarch Bulletin. 
Chancellor Robert H MauU of the 
State Umversily System said it is 
anticipated that just under 61 per 
cent of the colc«e-ite popuktion 
wit be in Golege in 1975. about 
a peroenta«e point under the national 
avenge. 

Since 1950 Florida has been the 
tastest growing major stale m the 
nation and by 1980 is expected to 
have nearls nine million persons but 
in 1%7 only 45.3 per cent of its 
college age group was in college 
Gompwed with 52.4 fas the ei^ 
Uniled States. 

Dr. Mautz nid the seven sute 
universities had a fuU time 
enroUment of 57,556 last tall and he 
said that within the next seven years 
this wUl d<iuble. In l%9 there will be 
b5.238 full time students and n 
1 970 there wiB be 72,408.

'Vietnam Diary' 

From the Nav%»tOT, Jacksonville University: "in a few weeks, at the 
present casualty rate, more Americans will have been killed in Vietnam 
than in any other conflict in U.S. history, except the Civil War (whidi 
seems to still be going on down here) and the two World Wars. 

"Last week, over 433 Americans were killed in Vietnam and 2,593 
wounded. This brought the total U.S. combat dead to 32376 - just 
short of the total for the Korean War. In fact, 9.425 .Americans have 
been killed in Vietnam since the preliminary peace talks began in Paris 
last May. 

"Where are the realities and where arc the assurances today as our 
government continues these peace negotiaitons with the Viet Cong and 
the l*irth Vietnamese? These n^tiations are concerned over a war 
that has never been declared, and is with an enemy that one cannot see 
nor decisively defeat, but with an enemy that our government claims to 
be the qiearhead of world communism in Southeast Asia. 

"How will these conferences adequately deal with the National 
Liberation Front which carries on the breadth of the war within South 
Vietnam? 

"One suspects that the realities of this peace conference are 
somewhere beneath tiic propaganda of the opposing sides. And as the 
conference drags on from indecisive to indecisive day, the American 
college youth realizes ninn.' and more that those individuals who fought 
and died on that tiny nation's soil have probably died in vain. We can 
see no real results for the blood of countless thousands of American 
men. 

"Each spring aaoss this nation, thousands of men graduate from 
college with a dipk>ma, only to be carried away to b(X)t camp and 
handed a rifle to prepare to fight in this long and meaningless conflict. 
TtK college graduate, who for four years has been taught never to 
accept anything without adequate reasons, is immediately ordered to 
lay his life on the line for something that has no clear reasons and no 
apparent solution. 

"The questions at stake to the > outh of tt)day over Vietnam arc not 
questions of patriotism, but questions of value, llave we now reached 
the dynamic level in civilization that we can demand that our youth be 
■slaughtered with t)o apparent reasons or justifications in mind'' 

"Our grandfathers fought to keep the world sale for democracy in a 
war to end aU wars. Out fathers fought in a global conflict to save the 
world from inhumane dictators; but what is our generation fighting for 
in Vietrom? 

'The answers have ranged from the sublime to the ridiculous, but ' 
none of the reasons over the past five years have had the slightest 
suggestion of validity. Perhaps the reason is a compilation of thousands 
of secondary reasons but if this is the case, no one in the United States' 
government has made it a point to elucidate this conglomeration of 
reasons. 

"One could ask, why is it necessary for our government to justify its 
conflicts with other systems? The answer to this qixsnkm is {HtifuUy 
obvious: it always has before!"

"Members of die CommMee 
noted dnt Hmr has been no violence 
on the campuses and no interrupticm 
of educational activities. They heard 
a leptnt from Rep. Graham in which 
ht stated that a visit to the campuses 
by himself and members of his 
sub-committee had coiryinced them 



that the Regents were to be 

complimented on their governance. 

He noted that the universities were 
under firm but not repressive control 
4nd that the universities lijd balanced 
well the need for discipUnc with the 
lequiiements of acadonic freedom. 

"The publicity given a small 
number of students and lacult> 
members has obscured the 
moderation and restraint and 
dedication ot the vast majority of die 
students and faculty. 

"The Committee on Higher

This lack of scientific research on the drug is due mainly to 
the inavailabiUty of marijuana for cUnical study. In an attempt 
to rectify the situation, the United States govcrmnent, through 
the Nation.il Institute ot Mental llealtl,. is c-uncnUy in the 
process of growing its own marijuana, to provide a "standardized 
product" for clinical research and experimentation. 



Marijuana is not a naieotie and, accordmg to Susan t armigan. 
pharmacist lor Tallaiiassce Memorial Hospital, marijuana is not 
plusieally addietive A naieotie drug, such as heroin or opium, 
produces physical dependence in the body for the diug. When 
the supply of Uie drug is stopped, the person suffers severe 
withdrawal symptoms. Death has been known to occur during 
withdrawal ftom a narcotic. The body, however, develops no 
physical need for nwijuana. The marijuana user can stcqi 
anytime he widies and suffer no pains of withdnaaL 

Contrast this to the many mSdly addictive drags diat a person 
conics in contact with every day. Alcohol, a depressant, 
produces a modified addiction in the user. Nicotiae is addictive; 
ask any chain smoker whn has tried to "kKk the habit" Coffee 
and tea both produee a slight feeling of euphoria, and contain 
habil-loriiiing stiiinilants. As stated in the beginning, the 
addictive effect is very mild, therefore, is generally accepted by 
society as "harmless". 

Muquana can. however, produce a type of pqrchokjgical 
dependence in tiie chronic user. It might weB be noted that 
many substances used for a coatiiHied period of time ^uU 
produce a psydiologicsd addiction in the uaa. 

Besides miming the risk of psychological addiction, what 
other risk does the marijuana user encounter? Perhaps the major 
question faeini; the entire marijuana controversy is whether ji 
not the smoking of marijuana do<--s harm lo tlie |xr:.()n in^oh.cd.

So this story 
out of Daytona Beach- - a "conservative'* view of another drug, LSD- - 
is appropriate. 

It's about a guy named Byron wlio torsDok drugs lor what he calli 
tlie "ultimate fix." 

Byron can be called a hij^ie. He has long hair and a beard. He wears 
denim belibottoms and a Navy "P-coat." 

He had taken LS), in his own words, "extensively." h was a means 
by which he could "examine liis personality and throw out the 
uVidcrirablc traits." 

Bet ore the drug, he had "uncontrollable sexual desires." He was a 
kleptomaniac. He didn't care what he said to people or what he did to 
them. 

; But LSD changed aD of this. Throi^ it, Byron said, he saw these 
, traits in his pcrsonalit) tlk ii purged himself of ihcin. 

Byron seemingly was contented. He said he wasn't hooked on LSD. 
He didnt "hunt for it, but took it when offered." 

Then Byron hit Dajrtona Beadi - crowded at the time with about 
50,000 coflegkins. 

Kach year, a special breed, if you please, of college students 
accompany the tlirongs to Daytona. They are the students so devoted 
to their diurdi that they spend the spring holidays participating in 
"Campus Advance," "Campus Crusade." and similar can^igns 
designed "to take Christ to the kids on the beaches." 

"Campus advance." sponsored by the Church of Christ, had set up 
headquarters near the boardwalk in a city -owned building called the 
B^chrest. Workers in the campaign were serving free coffee and donuts 
and were available to talk. This was the combination to lure Byron. 

He was glad to get the coffee and donuts and was ready to talk - 
about anyihing. He spoke freely of his experience with LSD, of the 
effect it had had on his personality. He talked of the possibility of 
nuclear war, of race rebtrons in the United States, of phflosophy. 

Then one of the student workers got Byron to talk about religion 
Byrwi had hung around the Beachrest for days and had casually 
mentioned his views toward Christ on occasion. This time however, he 
talkedfor hours on end. 

He had been given "The Inside Story," a compliation of four books 
<rf the New Testament. He had read it and had questions whidi the 
student worker tried to answer. 

After ahnort an entire day's discussnn, Byron said he believed in 
Onmt and wanted to be baptized "for the remission of (his) sins." 
Byron was baptized. 

He told those around him that he felt great, that he wanted to teU 
others about the Chrat ni vihom he now bdieved. So he took to the 
bq|ch, benbottoms and all. with the student workers and began taHrin p 
with the collegians about his new religion. 

A couple of days later, Byron was busted by the Daytona police 
They got him as he was having a.coke in the Krystal. He had long hair. 
bcUbottoras, a Navy "P-coat." and no money, so he was a vagrant. 

When they frisked him, aU they found wis a copy of "The Inside 
Story. 

lie was taken to the city jail. While officers were bookm him, he 
tried to tell them about Christ. Also being booked was a nervous, youne 
guy. Byron told the kid he would pray for Wm. And he did. out loud 
kneehng on the floor of the jail's booking room 

One of the leaders of "Daytona Advance," a minister, made bail for 
Byron, getting him released after about an hour 

Another student, arrested for disorderly conduct or something, had 
watched Byr,m in the booking room. ITii. guy had just wired his 
parents for $100 to get him out of jafl. "cu iu»

The Soboomndttee oa Canicnhun 
and Afadfimim, a part of the 
President's Committee on Student 

Affairs, has recommended chutgesia 
the Academic Honor Code, grade 
point average compilation and 
inequalities in course examinations in 
a report submitted March 27, 

Citing "neglect" of the Florida 
State University Academic Honor 
Code "for at least the last two 
years", the siAcon w iittee urged the 
I Insvenity fte s i d e a t to "imniediatdy 
ippoint the Honor System 
Committee as coaititMted" in the 
student constitutioiL 

"A student Is accused by a 
instructor of academic ('ishonesty 
may Ix' coiii|K-lled to suiter an 
academic penalty without redress 
even though he or she is exonerated 
by the Honor Court," the report said. 

The SHboamnuttee aiBBd leview of 
the Honor Syatena befoe Its 
implenieatatiDn. 

The report abo cited inequities in 
compilation of grade point averages. 
According to tlic subcommittee a 
Student should not be penalized in 
his G.P.A. for poor grades made in 
courses he repeats and does better in. 

"While all work attempted at FSU 
and all grades received must show on 
flie ttndeat'i l iaa«jl |» t . . . when a 
itadent finds it neoe«iy to t^ a 



course more times than it may be 
taken fm credit, the highest grade 
received in the course shall be the 
one used in determining the FSU 
grade p«nt avense," the report 
recomaif iwlrd 

Another reommnendationwaf 
designed to stop die avaflal^ty to 
some, but not all, students, course 
exams before they are given in 
classes. The subcommittee noted that 
some examinations are repeated from 
term to term, but are aat aade 
available to everyone. 

To alleviate such "unfair 
advantages" the cuniculum and 
academics group suggested that 
exradnatiiHis be put on open fUe in 
the library. 

The subcommittee faSed to make 
recommendations on the A to F 
grading system as opposed to the 
Pass-fail arrangement. The group, 
however, urged a more com|dete 
study of the two grading systems.

Sentences Reduced 
For Army Protestors 



SAN FRANCISCO (CPS) - There 
are continuing signs that the Army is 
changing its mind about the harsh 
punishments being handed down to 
the 27 soMien who held a 
non-violent protest at the San 
Fcndaoo Aoiilio Amy base lait 
Octoter. 

Mort recently, the Army cut the 
sentence of IMvate Nesrey Sood, the 
tist <rf' the 27 to be convicted of 
"mutiny" for his part in the protest, 
from 15 years to two >ears. Cien. 
Stanley Larson, commander of the 
Presidio , first cut the stntenccs to 
seven years and then the Judge 
Advocate General's office in 
Wahington cut it to two. It is possible 
that the sentence be cut furthex 
in the appeal process. It aumot be 
inoeased. 

Two ottier convicted soldiers, 
sentenced to 14 and 16 years at hard 
hbot. win ptobaUy also have their 
sentencer cut as a result of the 
decision. 

Meanwhile, the Arm\- has been 
handing down much Ughter sentences 
after the first three. Pvt. John CoMp, 
the fifth soldier, was sentenced to 
four years. Last week, four more 
"mutinners" were given sentences of 
SiK months, two years, three years 
and six yean reflectively. The soldier 
given the ax-month sentence was a 
t^tnam veteran. The attorney for 
PiL Rick\ Dodd. who got the 
sK-year stntenre. charged that his 
client received a harsher sentence 
because he had attended college. 

The first three heavy sentences 
were handed down at the ftesidio, all 
the lighter sentences at other bases. 
It is ui^kdy that any of the 19 
remainqg sddim wffl be tried at the 
fteaidio. The next 14 wffl be tried at

The ftesidio trials have aroused a 
national controversy and several 
members of Cbngress have called for 
an mvestigation of the trials, the 
ftesidio stockade, and military 
prisons in general. The suldiers were 
charged with mutiny after they sat 
down in the stockade and sang "We 
Shall Overcome" to protest the 
shooting of Pvt. Richard Hunch b> a 
guard and to demand better sanitary 
facilities in the crowded stockade.

WASHINGTON (.\P) 
Supreme Court warned anew today 
that death sentences cannot stand if 
opponents of capital punishment are 
automatically stricken from juries. 

It is entitely possible, said Justice 
Plotter Stewart, that a person who has 
"a fixed (qnnion" against capital 
puniAment or who does not 
"believe" in it might nevertheless be 
perfectly able to consider fairly the 
impositwn of a death sentence in a 
particular case. 

With that pronouncement the 
ourt directed a hearii« in federal 
court in Alabama for a youi« N^ 
sentenced to be executed in the 
murder of a state conwvation 
officer. 

Last June the court broke new 
ground by ruling that William 
Witherspoon, the convicted killer of a 
Chicago policeman, could not be 
oxecuted because prospective lurors 
r^rofessing scruples against capital 
punishment had been automaticallv 
barred from sitting in his trial.

Dubcek Declares 
Price Will Be High 



PRAGUE (Af) - Commmmt 
IMrty chief Alexander Dubcek told 
his nation todqr it wB liave to p^.a 
iia^ poSOal price for anti^viet 
demonsliatiom last weekend. 

In a radio and television address. 
Dubcek said the political crisis caused 
by the demonstration was the most 
serious since the Soviet-led military 
invasion last August. 

He said the events showed that 
there are in Czechoslovakia 
anti-Soviet and anti-Coniimuiist 
tendencies against which tte 
govenunent has now been fosved to 
take stem measures. 

The demonstrations, he said, 
caused grave concern in the Soviet 
Union and in other Communist 
tendencies against which the 
government has now been forced to 
take stern measures.

Ray Hires 
Third Lawyer 

NASHVILLl ■ fenn. ( \P) - James 
Karl Ray has hired a third lawyer, 
thiv time in an effort to help him win 
a new trial in the murder of Dr. 
Martin Luther Kiqg Jr. King was 
assassinated in Memphis a year ago 
Friday. 

State Corrections Commissioner 
Harry S. Avery said today Richard J. 
Ryan of Memphis, previously turned 
away by prison officials, has heen 
hired by Ray to represent dim in 
criminal matters. Iherc \ias nn uord 
when Ryan might seek to visit Ray 
again. 

Ray previously sought a new trial 
in a letter to C riininal Court Judge W. 
Preston Battle Jr., who died of a heart 
attack Monday. Battle had sentenced 
Ray to 99 years in prison after Ray 
pleaded guilty in the King death. 

There is l^aJ dispute whether he 
wil get the new trial. Chfcf Justice 
Hamilton Burnett of the State 
Supreme court has said Ray's guilty 
plea .\larcli 1 0 closed the door fat a 
new trial or appeal. 

On the other hand. Judge Charles 
CaJbrcath of the State Court of 
Criminal Appeals says state law 
requires that any prisioner who has 
asked foranewtrialwilgetitifa 
ju<%e died before Iw hat a diance to 
acton it. 



Up to now, Dubcek said, the 
government had tried to combat 
these tendencies by persuasion, but 
the time has come to reinforce 
persuasion by speciflc measures. 

He said it is up to the 

Czechoslovak leadership to show it is 
able to deal with the internal 
situation. 

"1 do not want to hide the 
seriousness of the situation. On the 
other hand, there is no reason for 
panic, " he added. "We do not have 
unliinited time to demonstrate that 
we are able to cope with the 
situation." 

Dubcek asked the nation to 
CfHitinue giving conTidence So his 
reform leadership and plei^ed that 
the overall policy of the p^rty is still 
aimed at achieving the 'pte-invasion 
goals of liberalization.

One vear aeo todav Dr Martin r ntiipr v.nr, Aio^ k, ^™„.„v i- 



One year ago today Dr. Martin Luther King died by an assasin's 
bullet whiJe standing on the balcony of his room in the Lorraine Motel 
in Memphis, Tenn. He had come to Memphis to hdp the striking 
sanitation workers in their r«te for hj^ w^. He had come to lead 
a peaceful demonstration. 

The peaceful demonstration was never able to materialize. Dr. Martin 
Luther King died even as he sought the betterment of the black man in 
America, a task that had become his Jife's work. His death triggered a 
wave of violence across the nation that, hopefully, wiD newr be 
equalled again. This is an irony that most writers are ciuick to grasp- 
such a great proponent of non-violence eulogized by the blood of both 
Blacks and Whites flowing in the streets. It is an irony that the «*ite 
cqmmunity is exceedingly quick to seize. But is it really such an irony" 
I was on the other side. Memphis is my home. To hear the sounds oi 
gunshots the gunshots that followed the single gunshot on that April 
afternoon one year ago - in your home is a horror beyond the simj^ 
description of words, ft is something that must be experienced to be 
understood. Then, one year ago. my aries mingled with the cries of 
many others: Why? Why the streets? 

As for now, I really can't say. There is no excuse for violence m the 
streets. A mob reaction is the basest and most irrational of all human 
emotions. Looting, burning, killing, any of the results of the mob 
cannot be condoned. But the simple fact that the white community 
chooses to ignore is that the roots of the violence CAN and MUST be 
understood before the ideals of Dr. King are to be realized. 
Llndersianding is the key. Violence cannot accomfrfish anything, nor 
can simply meeting violence with more violence. 

For Whites to condemn Blades is as wrong and incorrect as it is for 
Blacks to condemn Whites. Both are to blame, and both must share in 
a sense, the responsibiUty for Dr. King's death. When any person, black 
or white, contributes to an atmosphere of racism and hatred, then he is 
guilty of a far worse crime than murder. When a city, or even a country 
smenders to an atmosphere of hatred, then it ceases to be civili/ed It' 
becomes a jungle. Such was Memphis, such was America, last April, and 
the results have been mourned around the world. 

Now one year has passed since the assissination of Dr. Martin I uthcr 
Knig^ At best, the future does not look very bright. Yet, we must look 
ahead to the future with the confidence and courage always shown bv 
Ur. King. It is fitting that I close with a quotation from one of Dr 
King s best known speeches: 

' "t^ '° - '"^'^^'"^5. so even though we face the 

difficuhies of today and tomorrow, I stdl have a dream, it is a dream 
deeply rooted in the American dream. I have a dream that one day this 
iiation wiU rise up and live out ihe true mcanmc of its creed: *We hold 
these truths to be self-evident, that ail men are created equal ' "

ST PKTtRSBURG (AP) - The 
recent rash of black boycotts against 
Fkirida school systems will increase 
and develop into internal school 
walkouts to protest teachers fbe 
blacks consideT racists, says the state 
field director of the NAACP. 

"We're not boycotting because wc 
uant segregated schools, but because 
we want to make sure integration 
works once the schools are 
integrated! said Marvin Dawies. 

He says Negroes protest the 
closing of all black schools because 
they want tn keeptbeschools in their 
iiiiniiujnities and dislike seeing tax 
inonev wasted on what they think 
are unnecessary new schools. 

"In Orange County, the black kids 
couldn 't understand why their school 
had to be dosed. It was right next 
door to a white subdivision, yet none 
of the whites went to sdx}ol there 
even though all they had to do was 
walk across the street" 

"Black kids sliouldn't have to go 
to -I ^.liool 1 8 miles away trom their 
homes when they have a schiKjl in 
the community. By busing the blacks 
long distances you keep them out of 
school activities, because how can a 
kid take part in extra-curricular 
activities when he hat no way of 
gettir^ to them or home from them." 

Negroes want bUKk sdioob to be 
refurnished, updated and tntegiated, 
he says. 

"Of course there is a stigma 
attached to black schools now. Well, 
that stigma was put on the schools by 
the city fathers and sdKWI boards 
who founded them."

"The dropout rate of black kids in 
newly inte^ated schools is really 
high, and it's high because white 
teachers don't take the time to 
understand the spedil probtoms of 
Uack kids or just igBOce the kids 

entirely." 

He says that if necessary teachers 
will be prevented physically from 
enterinu their classrooms il the black 



community decides those teachers 
are harming the integration program. 

"Witiiout intq^tion, there's no 
real educatxin going on anyway," 
Davies said. "Wfe'ie supposed to be 
training Uacfcs and whites to Hve 
together in a demooacy. 

Davies said he feels the schoob are 
the starting place for most black 
goals, including economic equality, 
their chief aspiration. i^^^m

Aid to JC Transfers 

The special diviskm of the univeisity recently formed to aid 

incoming junior coDege transfers has its work cut out. There are many 
key responsibilities to which it must address itself, including recruiting 
junior college students, advising them before and after they enter 
Florida State, and re-considering the university's policy on transfCT of 
academic credit. 

It is hoped here that top priority will be given to the last 
rtsponsibitity. As a junior college transfer myself, I speak from 
experience when I say that tlie most depressing and damaging problem 
facing the junior college student, or any transfer student, is the transfer 
of academic credit. 

The transfer may find himself stripped of hours because some 
courses he had taken do not meet the standards of his new university. 
Or he may lack undergraduate courses required by the new university. 

A case in point here is the misconception of many junior college 
counselors that a student who has earned his Associate of Arts degree 
has compteted all basic studies requirements. 

At Daytona Beach Junior College, we were counseled to this effect. I 
transfered from DBJC with an AA degree. I still was required to meet 
FSU s basic studies requirements. I was lacking only one course. Othor 
junior college transfers are not as lucky. 

A foremost responsibility of the new division should be the clearing 
up of this situation. If the university's fvesent policy is to persist, this 
should be made dear to the counseling staffs of Fkirida's junior 

colleges. 

Junior college students must understand that the basic studies 
oquircnients must be met and met in the freshman and sophomore 
>ears icst they intcrfcr wit!) the students' major area work. 

Of course, the ideal solution to the problem would be to make the 
cqutremciits of an .AA degree and tlmsc of the senior universities' basic 
nudies program uniform. However, this will be difficult to achieve since 
the requirements vary from junior college to junior college and 
university to university. 

For the time being, then, distribution of information is the only 
solution. Let the new university division initiate this solution with all 
haste.

Washington Considers Draft Reform 



WASHINGTON (CPS) - 
Recognizing just how outdated, 
inconsistent and unfair the Selective 
Service is. educators, members of the 
Nixon .Administration, ami 
Congressmen are becoming 
committed to reforming the draft. 
There is even talk of substituting an 
all-volunteer army for it. 

'The draft is immoral in principle, 
inequitable in practice, and 
detrimental to national security," 
states President W. ADen Walhs of the 
University of Rochester. The 
administration should "stop it." 

President Nixon intends to m-c 
tliat •diatt inciiuilics" are eliminated 
and the militarv pay system is 
overhauled so reluince on the draft 
can be lessened and a professional 
army plan implemented, according to 
defense secretary .Melvin Laird. 
Nixon on January 30 asked the 
Defense Department to develop 
detailed plans for endu« the draft. 
Some form of lottery will probai>ly 
be induded. Laird said last week 
more study is necessary before 
specific recommendations for reform 
can be formalized. 

I he President has executive 
powers that allow him to make 
certain needed changes. These 
include drafting the youngest eligible 
first, ending occupational 
deferments, modernizing the selective 
service system, and making standvds 
mtnre uniform. 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
(D^lass.) has called on Nixon to 
make these reforms, and has 
proiNMed legisiation that would 
further reform the draff. His bill 
would require drafting of the 
youngest rust, would use a random 
selection method. eliminate

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Double Standard 

Could it be that certain members of Students for a Democratic 
Society espouse a double standard? This question was raised in a recent 
letter to this editor in wfaidi the authw charged SOS with not 
ivacticing what it preaches. 

The letter was in reference to the reception given Acting President 
Marshall by SDS during a rally on Westcott lawn Fridav . 

Marshall attenq>ted to address the rally, but was shouted down. 
Obscenitieswere hurled at him. He was told, among other things, to "get 
the hell out." 

Said tht student in the letter to the editor: "They (SDS members) 
are constantly demanding that they be allowed to speak, but Friday on 
W^stcott lawn tlicy demonstrated an unwillingness to grant this 

freedom of speech to others." 
TIk student's point is legitimate. 

SDS has long contended, and rightly so. that denial of recognition is 
suppression of a point of view suppression of Ircedoni of speech. The 
action of SDS members Friday, by the Mmc token, also is suppression 
of a point of view - suppression of trcodoin ot speech. 

The rally was billed by SDS as "open' . > et as events revealed, it was 
open to all but Marshall. 

Friday isn't the first example of what can be called the double 
standards of certain SDS members. During a recent press conference on 
WFSU-TV. Marshall was interrupted by deliberate coughing and 
shuffling of feet and finally by the symbolic walking out of two SDS 
members. 

During other rallies a:id speeches. Marshall was interrupted by SDS 
members. Friday, however, was the first time he actually was shouted 
down and refused the opportunity to speak. 

This editor, in his support of SOS's right of recognition on this 
campus, has contended that, in addition to being unconstitutional, 
suppression of a point of view reveals an inability to cope with it any 
other way. 

SDS has charged MarshaU and the adimnistration with being afraid of 
ideas o(q>osed to their own. 

The view from here is that SDS. at least in the Friday incident, must 
be guilty of its own charge. As the student in the letter mentioned 
above put it: Is it (SDS) afraid its phik>so{rtiies can't stand some good 
old fashioned discussion?" 

It truly seems that some members of SDS operate on a double 
standard.

This editor has not changed his opinion that a>S should be 
recognized so as to allow true freedom of speedi. He just feels that 
frjedom of speech - at an SDS rally, press conference, ot any place else 
- is not a possession of SDS exclusively.

yem doser to being two societies, black and white, incrcasingiv y.paralc and 
scarcely less unequal." 

"The report went on to say that the nation may tx- hjadcd toward 
unprecedented disorders if it continues to ignore the Kerner Commission report, 
w hich said that white raei.'.m. rather flian black agitation, is the root cause of city 
Kifi_.I he Kerner report caUed for a massive reorientation of the government and 
the creation of programs and institutions to meet the needs of the black slum and 
wipe out racism. 

'The prediction that more racial troubles will plague our cities in the near 
uture should create some uncontfoftable feefii^s in the citizens of this natwn. 
fhe summers of the past two years have deTmitdy made the while man .iware of 
•he fwce of the unrest and &ustniti(»i in flie ghettos. The cvenini; news reports of 
aties in flames are all too vivid to many of us. 

"But the Kernel report, and now the report of Urban America. Inc . has made 
!t quite clear on whose ihoidders the real blaine for the problem lies. While 
\merica enslaved a race, made that race leel much less than human and then 
:urncd the race free friim ehain and ball slavery to live a kind of ever-present 
lavery ol the mmd. 1 ree in the American concept of the word the black man has 
/ever been. 

That reorientation called for by the Kerner report has never maternlized. Thb 
ation s poverty programs stiU force the black man to pUy Whttey'spmestOBet 
lis daily bread. The nation's schools stiU force the 'happy n«ger' arngB upon the 
ujjjects, refusing to really recognize the radd pioMem for what h is. The VtiA 
nan has been able to rmd emptoymeat in only the lowest of jobs, working often 
oi mimmum wage* at t«*s f« ii«ch vwy Bttk pride in s*ility and end product 
^ tegeiBealed.lB«joblia«uauallybeeBoiiewMcfaBoirfaemanwouMie^

injunction, claiming Acting President 
Stanley Marshall, in getting the order 
failed to prcseni evidence that 
"threatened irreparable harm" 
warranted removing the stodmts 
from the Union.

3. The Inteiccril^iate spokesmen 
have offered some concesaions to 
student government in return for the 
fuU budlget allocaticm. (Itemized 
athletic bu4gets in the future, free 
student seating at football games, a 
new football stadium and delayed 
plans for construction of an athletic 
d(Minitory). 

4. Whether Student Government 
approves the increased allocation or 
not. there are indications that the 
university administration would 
"give" the full aUocation to the 
budget from student funds without 
student consent. 

5. Several key student government 
officials, including the student body 
president and comptroller, tavor the 
increase for various reasons 

6. Some students have claimed to 
have evidence that the budget could 
be slashed drastically to as low as 
SI 00,000 without seriously harmii« 
the athletic progiam and ihciefore 
oppose the inciease.

The 
Hbrida Alligator, student newspaper saw the weekend as a cause for 
optimism. Here are exerpts from that editorial: 

"With aO the talk of the fraternity system dying, the actions of UF's 
fraternities in the aftmnath of the burning of the Sigma Nu house 
Friday are an exanqde that the system is not dying here. 

"The offers of assistance by the other fraternities and other groups 
were tremendous.

" - A clothing drive coordinated by the Interfraternity tbuncil and 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon fraternity has been started. 

Delta Tau Delta fraternity is storing much of the furniture that 
was salvagedfrom the house... 

Clothing and other help were offered by the 14th Street Church

"Relations among UF's fraternities are not always on best levels, but 
a time of need people wUl put aside personal feelings for the good of 

he system. 

"Critics of the UF fraternity system say that it is dying because the 
number of new fraternitv members has not risen proportionately with 
the rising enrollment of the umversity. 

"in the case of the UF fraternity sy stem, quality does not depend on 
quantity. 

"And the Sigma Nu fire Friday proves there is a large quantity of 
quality in the UF fraternity system and the university community." 

The S«nia Nu disaster demonstrated that Greek brotherhood exists 
m active form on the UF campus and that this brotherhood carries over 
to the university community. 

There is brotherhood on the FSU campus, though, at times. sccmin"l> 
donmnt farotherbood. One hopes it won't take a Sigma Nu fire to bring 
It out into die opoi. ^

House and Senate members, meeting formally amid 
pnmiiies oi Upartisuubqi and buftnetslike work on a 
miety of imics. heml Ktt Flofidi't sovemors have 
been hindered from effective lefponse to the people 
becaoae of the "ptanaUstic concept of ieadenh^" of tbe 
Csbinet lystera. 

The Republican govenior abo aaked ttie Democratic 
dominated Legislature to "join with me in declaring a 
60-day moratorium on the politics of election and 
re-election during the session." 

State troopers and uniformed deputy sheriffs greeted the 
lawmakers and their relatives as they came to the Capitol 
for the opening day of the regular session. 

The law enforcement officers were posted at every 
entrance to the Capitol building as a secoiity measure in 
preparatmn for a "poor people's mardi." 

Fifty gaUery seats were reserved for the marchers but 
were still empty more than an hour after both houses 
convened at 1 1 a.m. 

A spokesman for the nwclicrs at the Bethel Baptist 
Church about a mile Irom tla- t apitol, said the niaich did 
not begin at 10 a.m. as originally planned betausc buses 
bringing demonstrators from other Florida cities were late. 

Traditional flowers filled the chambers but the 
formalities (rf openii^ day were cut short, since the 
LcgiriabiR officiiiBy tnganized for its 60<lay session last 
November. Under Ftorida's new conslitation. tiie 
lawmakers from now on wS meet anmulb' instead of every 
two years. 

House Speaker I red Schultz told House members that 
committee meetmgs held since last fall saved 30 days of 
legislative time but the House still would be on a busy 
schedule to fmish governmental reorganization and find 
siriutions to other problems within the 60 days. 

'^ttd out for a sandwich," he advised the House 
members, tdUog them Oe imne woaW have committee 
meetngs or floor debate from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. each 
kgidative day with no break for ianch. 

Senate President John Mathews also cut shoct Ids 
opening remarks, caffing for senators to get down to work 
to finish the job within 60 days. 

"With your help and a businesslike approach to our 
legidation there's no reason «diy we cant acoonqAA that 

job." Mathews said. 

Kirk's recommendations for reorganization generally 
followed the idea that has been taken so far by the House 
committee; establishing more individuid antlHiity Mid 
strengthening tlie office of the governor.

York Knicks brings about a classic confrontation in sports. 

The essential story has been told thousands of times, in literature, 
the movies and on television. What's that? You say you never saw the 
NBA in the movies. 111 have to admit 1 never have either. 

But we have seen the age-old story of the young upstart who comes 
to town to take the agiqgsheriff. The vice {resident who finds himself 
being pushed out by his younger counterparts, but makes one last try. 

The Celtics are the old champs. They have piled up championship 
after championship since Bill Russell joined the club, thirteen years ago. 
Last year, the Celts proved themselves true champions. Down 3-1 
against, the defending champ Philadelphia 76ers, Boston came back to 
take it with three straight victories, iwo on the 76er home court.

Cut Where It Hurts Decision May Change Whole Game 



Unless Congress veers from the 1969-70 budget proposed by former 
President Johnson, the National Defense Education Act loan program's 
aBoGatkn wil be cut by S31 .5 nuQioD^iii last year's budget. This wfll 
ineaB a deoeaae of ova SlSOjOOO ia the FSU aBoc^km. 

Since the 1968-69 aOocation was alreacfy $200jOOO of the 
university's needs, the new amount will be at least $3S0/X)0 diort, 
according to James Puryear, director of fmandal aid. 

Two hundred qualified students had to be ^nied loans last year, he 
noted. And an increase of appBcaiiis IS per coit over 1968-69 is 
expected this year. 

This if a cut 'Where it hurts for many studnts who must have a 
federal loan to remain in school. 

The only chance of remedying the situation, Puryear said, is 
ad^tiona] Congressional fimdiqg above ftesident Johnscm's {Hoposed 
budlBCt. 

Letters to the Florida delegation in Congress might help. In an> 
event, a letter-writing campaign is better than standing idly by while the 
fatal cut, vAuth has beoi proposed, s confirmed.

SecRtay UOnu Lakd describe to his senate audience the virtues of bigge;, better 
ABMs, we got the feeling that it was a performance needing a psychcdcUc 
backdrop of swirling colors and lights, revolving patterns and words that rcc ;de 
and zoom and meh into other words with other meanings. It needed sound and 
beat and lightning flashes, for it w-as a perfwmance destgned not to inform but to 
excite, not to convince but to bedazzle. 

"There is little to be gained from a point-by-point aigument over Mr. Lakd's 
particulars, for what he offas is not a ftct but a pnoiise. the pieiBise thA the evil 

men (rf the workl are anayed against us. and that we must move now to defend 
ourselves against anytfaiiig ttey may do at any time in the future. It is to this 
thesis Oat we mnst now address ourselves, not to any orderly discussion of 
^y** •* «»» ABMs win work ot wbtQta or not we need them. It is an 
amunent based not on logical discussion but emotional appeal, and it deserves the 
eraotfonal response of outraged protest. 

"Mr. Laird admits, as did President .NLxon before him, that there is no evidence 
that either Russia or C hina desires or is planning an attack on us. But because it is 
possible that they may, we must prepare against it. He admito that the ABM. no 
matter how ruinously expensive, will not protect us against a nUMie attack; but 
we must build it because we don't know anytliii« bettw to do. And by 
implication we must build also every new wej^n that is deviwd, not beoMse ft is 
needed, not because it wiU work, but becawe tf we dont someone may take it as 

a sign of weakneasandattadt, or an attack win succeed ttatoflierwise might have 
failed. 

The beauty of Mr. Land's argument is that it cannot be disproved. Reason 
and kjgic may reveal it for the empty, dangerous thir« it is, but there is no way to 
prove that the Russians arc not plotting to blast mankind into a nuclear 
doomsday, or that the wtIn Chinese are not devising their own suidde by a nossle 
attack on us. Scientists may insist but tliey cannot prove - short of launddu and 
resisting an actual attack that the ABM will not work. Mr. LaM and U* 
Pentagon defenders of the military-industrial complex do not have to prove tfaev 
points. They merely have to be the ones to risk what may happen if we dont 
prepare for the worst. Their strength is not logic but fear. 

It is the devil theory carried to the Asuid. If it is true, tten there is no escape 
^^"^ ^ in rfl onr power and wealth must be devoted 

iwmi«^ to the grim tadc of smvivaL If it is true then we cannot rest as long as a 
natoon exists that could conceivably threaten us, or any weapon remains 
undevel^ that might protect us. If our biggest missiles frighten the Russians 
mto buiUmg even bigger missiles, and their missiles force us to resort to bigger 
missfles yet, and so on in a never-ending cycle of deadly escalation, so be it. I or if 
Mr, Laird is right, we have no alternative, 

• U e aie being offered a world in which words lose their meanii«. Only months 
ago we were being toU that the ABM was absohitely vital for the protection of 
our cities; the same men now say that ABMs can't protect the cities and aren't 
needed for that purpose anyhow. Ilfonths ago these men were telling us that the 
missile sites for which we were qiendng UBians were mvufaierable to attack , now 
we are toU we most have ABMs to isoiect these sune sites from attack by other 
missaes. Only days ago Mr. Nixon assured us that only a few aHMs were needed 
becaure recent Russian history diowed a nation primarily concerned with defense; 
now Mr. Laird warns that we cannot n^lect any a^ect of (fefenae lest tbt 
Russians spring for our throat, 

■ We are being offered a world in which spendi.ng for death leaves nothing to 
^pend for life, m which our cities rot and our waters reek and our people groan 
r I, , the burden <,r taxes, while we buUd more stately mansions undemound 
hich to kill other men. frightened and &^itenit« as ourseK'is. This is the 
' tnadness. and aomevten. sonAow. it must have an end." 



Now, objectioB to wv niBst be 
baaed on "Idigioiis IniiriBg and 
belief." The Supreme Court in 1965 
offered a broad dcfmitioa of that 
term, but Congress in 1967 atered 
the law to exclude noiwdigiaus 
t.O.'s. 

So the issue now returns to the 
high court, if the Justice Department 
decides to appeal the Wyzanski .

In eadier tiiaes. CO. exemptions 
were reser ve d for members of 

traditionally pacifist rebgious 
denominations. In 194 0 the 
exemption was extended lo all 
religious pac-ifists. In 1948. the 
qualifying phrase about "religious 
trainng and beiieT' was added, 
confining it to "beSef m a rdation to 
a Supreme Being..." Ihc Supreme 
Court in 1965 liberalized the 
definition to include "belK-fs that 
hold the same place in an individual's 
life as a belief in a supreme being," 
but Congress reacted by tightening 
tiK definition. 

The Sceger dedaon held that a 
person does not have to belong to an 
oiS>ahsed church to be a CO.. but 
the Supreme Court avoided the isne 
of bnMdenhig the exempttnn to 
indude avowed atheists. 

If the Sisaon care is appealed, the 
Supreme Court may dedde whether 
non-religious persons can 
conscientiously oppoM war and be 



exempted from the draft because of 
their convictions. 

If the Supreme Court declares the 
(.'.0. provision of the Selective 
Service Act unconstitutional, the 
issue will presumably be thrown back 
hito the lap of Congress. It wiB hare 
to enact an acceptable provision far 
aoa-n%ioas conscientious objectiDa, 
or for none at all, a spokesman for 
the American CMI Ubetties Union 
says,

attorney expert in draft cases who 
ediu the Selective Scrvkx Law 
Reporter, believes that 
administratiMi of draft laws wtt be

Why is it, then, that 
an "attractive" tax base is one of the 
main selling points for Chambers of 
Commerce trying to lure firms to locate 
in their area? The clear implication is that 
firms want to bypass their obligation to 
pay for the services they receive from 
the community. Why should others, who 
make up tha ramainder of the tax base, 
take up slack for business? Firms benefit 
from tha educational ayatam. utilities, 
roads, and the many ortiar community 
services. Even more so. perhaps, than 
any other single taxpayer. 

A better approach would be to see 
tax revenues are effectively utilized in tha 
best interest of the community. Business- 
men should apply their special abilities 
to the problem of creating efficiency m 
both revenue collection and expenditure. 
Businaaa could lead rather than appear to 
expta^ aociaty in this connection. 

Today's stuflent would be much more 
interested in working for a firm that 
emphasized providing constructhre adVice 
rather than one that is quibbling over a 
few extra dollars in assessments. An 
active, sincere interest in society "O* 
just superficial action such as joining the 
k>cal Chamber Of Commerce would do 
much to change young peoples view of 
business and its mothraa. Profrt is a 
necessary but not sufficient condition Tor 
a firm's existence in today's society. 
Students are as much concerned about 
how companies utilize their resources to 
shoulder a fair share of responsibility in 
society as for tlw generation of profits.

Dear Mr. Butler : 

Let's consider your proposition— that 
today's student is terribly concerned about 

social responsibilities, and that profit is 
not a sufficient condition for a firm 8 
existence in society from the perspective 

of business basic objectives. 

Business exists because it is of service to 
humanity. It accomplishes this service 
using the discipline of profits as a relatively 
impartial measure of performance, and 
through the development of the individual. 
There must be a balance between these 
three factors . . an imperfect but direct 
correlation 

Maximum long-term profits is consistent 
with, and cannot be achieved without, 
maximum service to society. Maximum 
service to society can be achieved only 
through the maximum development and 
release of the ability of individuals And 
maximum release of individual abilities 
brings about maximum profit growth. 

In the structure of our society, of the free 

enterprise system, business essentially 
is an economic instrument, and it can be 
of service as a social instrument only 
indirectly. If it charges in to straighten out 
the nation's social problems, as many on 
the campus would like to see, it will cease 
to perform effectively its basic functions 
as an economic instrument. 

This does not mean that business is 
indifferent to social problems or that it 
is not working toward practical solutions. 

Take industry's efforts to reduce the 
pollution of our environment, as an 

instance. Many companies have been 
instituting controls over air and water 
wastes at their production facilities. At 
Dow Chemical, we have expended 
approximately $10-million at our plants in 
Midland. Michigan, alone, with an annual 
upkeep cost of a million dollars. 

Along with this program, we have made 
a business" out of Environmental Control 
Research and development alone costs 
$1 -million annually. This program has been 
made possible only through the disciphne 
of profit, which brings me back to my 
Starting point : Service to society is 
achieved only through accomplishment of 
our primary objective-maximum long- 
term profit grovvth. 

To me, the social involvement from this is 
quite clear. If business is to respond to 
the challenge of the times, to work towsrd 
solutions worthy of human effdrt and 
skill, there must be value systems, and an 
environment that favors highly '"<>•'•''._ 
ethical behavior This is the responsibihty 
of management, industry at large, and 
society as a whole. Implicitly, there is a 



need for government policies and rules to 
match these much improved value 
systems, and to insure that industry s 
effort are of maximum banafit to all. 



On this basis, let me turn your question 
on taxes around. There is not a single 
thriving community today whose health 
doesn't come from jobs : primarily, jobs 
provided by industry. 

Look at the impact made on any 
community through a new industry moving 
in For every hundred people on its 
payroll, there will be 165 new jobs 
throughout the community, bank deposits 
increase by over $229,000 annually and 
retail sales jump accordingly. 

So. Chambers of Commerce, in their 
competitive efforts to promote community 
growth, historically have offered tax 
incentives to attract industries to their 

area I say historically because I don't 
think this is now the paramount considera- 
tion for plant re location. It simply is a 
factor along with other business reasons 
and aspects of community environment: 
availability of decent housing and 
convenient retail shopping ... of properly 
accredited schools with sufficient class- 
room space ... of churches ... of 
recreational facilities ... and the whole 
range of municipal services. And no 
responsible business enterprise will 
shirk payment of its proportionate share 
of the taxes required for the support 
of its community. 

I disagree with your suggestion, however, 
that it is up to business to assure 
effective utilization of tax revenues. This 
would attribute powers to business thet 
it doesn't have, smacks strongly of 
paternalism, and implies a better ability 
on the part of an industrial concern to 
solve the community s problems than the 
community itself has. 

This is not to say that individual business- 
men shouldn't advise their communities 
on taxes or other matters withm their 
personal competence and experience . . . 
but as private citizens with a sense of 
civic responsibility, and not speaking for 
a particular business entity. 

What it all boils down to is that the 
objectives of society's principal 
institutions are well-defined. By each 
continuing in its own orbit, doing what it 
best can do. the social responsibilities of 
the times can be met more effectively, 
and society's needs better served.

In Student Senate this week there has been a lot of oontrowny 

concerning the student activities budget and eqwciaBy the 
IntercoU^iate Athletics allocation for.next year. 

This year's student contribution to athletics was $22S/X)0. The 

budget rect^mmcnding committee has recommended that the budget be 
cut to $200,000 and the athletic department wants it increased to 
$250,000. 

The Student Senate seems to have several valid reasons for cutting 
the athletics allocation. Among those reasons are the incooperation of 
the athletic department and theirnegative attitude to such minor sports 
as judo, wrestling, recquettes and tarpons. 

In the case of the judo club, just the grant of exemption from 
out-of-state tuition for out-of-state judo chib members would help an 
already exciting program make even more gains than it has up to this 
time. The FSU Judo Club has ah-eady been acclaimed the best judo 
team in the East and stands a good chance of winnng the National 
Qiampionship. 

Also, the services of only one of the buses used by ttie athletic 
Jepunment for away meets would help these nunor spcwts 
tremendously. 

The athletic department has its' (voblems too, however. There have 
been numerous newspaper and magazine articles concerning the vastly 
increasing cost of intercollegiate athletics today. Florida State is no 
exception to the problems of inflation and the increased size of athletic 

programs. 

There is no denying that minor sports need more help from the 
athletic department and that they aren't getting it. Thwe is abo no 
den,\ ing that the cost of running an athletic program the aze of FStTs 

has skyrocketed. 

1 personally have many questions on my mind concerning athletics 
at Florida State. 1 also have many questions concerning the student 
activities budget and what actual control the Stwlent Government has 
over it and what the Student Government itself does with it. 

At any rate. I hope that the next few days wiD btmg some (rf the 
needed answers lo light.

Wttfa the domestic fdm in 1968 we 
saw a resurgence of the detective film 
as a genre, f rom such meaningless 
exCTcises as "Lady in Cement" and 
"Madigan". the geote was 
represented with competency and 
excitement in "P.J." and "Toogan's 
Blufr". and also saw such excellent 
films as "The Oetective' and 
"BulUtt." The latter film is probably 
the roost exciting detective film cf 
many years.

Flambeau Editorials 

Symbol of Growth 

On March 28, the Journalism Committee, formed last December by 
Robert O. Lawton, dean of the College of Arts and Sdenoes, 
recMiiimi ndcd to Dean Lawton that a "minimal program" in joimalism 
be established at FSU beginning in September. 

The mBumum curriculuin reoonimended by the oonunittee wo«dd 
include one or two reporting courses, one editing course, and one 
course in newspaper law and etiiics. The committee noted that these 
courses, together with several existing courses in the departments of 
speech. English and advertising, would provide a base upon which a 
journalism minor might be built. 

The committee is now ptepatiag to present its recommendatioiis to 
Acting President Marshall. 

A journalism program, even if just a minimal one at the outset, is a 
must, and practically a natural, fat Florida State - located in tiw 
news-making center of the state. 

As former Flambeau Editor George Waas, who was instrumental in 
the formation of the JournaHsm Committee, pointed out, Tallahassee is 
"a haven for the inquisitive mind of the neophyte student journalist 
planning his or her future." 

Several years ago. FSl had a school of journalism but so did the 
University of Florida. However, the Board of Control (forerunner to 
the Board of Regents), citing its responsibflity "to avoid duplication of 
courses at the universities whore the need is not shown to exist," 
abolished the journalism program at FSU while retaining the program at 
UF. 

The "duplication" argument is no longer valid because of the 
creation of a College of Law at FSU (there is a College of Law at UF) 
and the proposed medical and journalism programs planned for the 
University of South Florida. 

The committee recommendations are adequate for the foundation 
upon which, eventually, a reputable school of journalism an be buih. 
The courses suggested seem to represent the basic skills of journalism. 

The committee also suggests a possible specialisation. Because of the 
close proximity of the state government, it notes, FSU could develop a 
specialization in reporting and interpreting state govcnanent and 
politics. This could lead to a national reputation. 

It is hoped here thai the recommendations of the Journalism 
Conmiittee will be heeded that a journalism program wSI be 
estaUishedat FSU beginning in September. 

FSU is growing in leaps and bounds. In an age when journalism is as 
important as any other area outside of poUtics itself in determining 
governmental policy, a sdiool of journalism shoidd naturally be part of 
the growth.

Wc hear tallc of a communications gap on the I St' campus and it is attributed 
mainly to the growth of the university family Yet there is a simple statistic which 
scem.s to transcend the problem cif si/c it is the lait that wc have 16,000 students 
and 1.000 faculty members and it would therefore be possible for each student in 
the entire university to become intimately acquainted with a member of the 
faculty if each faculty member would "adopt" only 16 students, l-'acutty could 
offer personal and academic counseling and could provide oppottiinitiet fof tmaB 
group meetings and discussions on an infinite number of topics. 

from a practical standpoint, there may be good reasons why this arrangement 
would perhaps not be acceptable to all students and faculty. Some studenU do 
not need and some may not want - this kind of close relationship with the 
faculty. Some faculty members are intently involved in research and other 
activities not directly lebted to students. But for those who would like to have 
close faculty-student interaction, it does not appeat that our size alone would 
pievent it. 

This idea is not original with me. Variations of it have been suggested by a 
number of students and faculty and there are several faculty who now meet 
r^ularly with students in their homc^ for open-ended discussion on topics of 
current interest. Prof. Albert Collier ol the department of biological science is 
one; he has been responsible for a highly successful group which has met durinu 
the past several years. 1 have asked Prof C oilier to write a short paper describing 
low his plan works for distribution to the faculty If it appears useful, he will 
nelp to extend the plan by working with other faculty and students, i am suie 
l^f . Collier would appreciate any suggestions you have.

Approximately 250 
residents upttd the petitkm. 

In an effort to obtain action <m 
the petition, the .ombudsman ms 
contacted in early Fetauary. 
Approxmwtely 400 letters, signed by 
a majority of the residents of Smith 
Hall, were to be sent to Frank Johns, 
the university ombudsman. When 
informed of the letters and the 
petition Johns ackonwledged this and 
jaomised investigation of the matter. 
A form letter from the ombudsman 
was received by dorm govenmient 
February 17. 

After a moaitfa of what dorm 
government called "inaction" a 
second petition was circulated, listing 
essentially the same points as the 
first. About 350 names uerc 
obtained. Copies of the petition were 
then sent to student senators, faculty 
senators, members of the 
administratifMi and to Ftorida 
legislators. 

This actk>n led to Thursday 
night's meeting. The meeting 
centered around the "inactfon" <rf 
the ombudsman and the right of the 

residents of Smith Hall to go outside 
the university community (i.e. to the 
legislators) for help. 

On the first point Johns 
responded to questionii^ from the 
representatives of SmUh by saymg 
that he had not been recognized by 
Acting UnivCTsity President Staidey 
Marshall until "nvo days ago", and 
therefore had not been able to carry 
out his investigatory functions. Johns 
further stated that the letters sent by 
dorm government to the state 
legislators were "in poor taste". His 
remarks were based on his and 
Reinhsd's feeUngs that all tiK pmpcr 
channeb within the uMversity had 
not been exhauited. Reiafavd 
that he had not seen the petition or 
known of the resident's complaints 
until he received the petition in the 
mail early in the week.

The consensus ot those activdy involved m the Black Studies 
program is that it. hopefuBy, wiB ancwer many of tiielieeds of 
both Mack and white communities. 

The black man has an invaluable opportunity to learn of his 
oun culture as shown to him through black Uterature, art and 

historv. This knowledge is not only useful, but necessary, if the 
black man is ever to make the promise "we shall overcome" past 
tense. 

The white man can and, to judge from Ins response to this 
type of program, will - learn an iiii|iortant portion of American 
history he has hitherto denied himself by denying it to the black

A new program of graduate 
research study in the fields of 
theater, the humanities and 
broadcasting is under way in this 
country and in Great Britain. This 
program provides an opportunity for 
graduate students at FSU to wwk on 
teaeardi projects in England uader 
the tutel^ of Martin Esslin, one of 
the most rejected theater, radio and 
television figures in the British Isles 
Esslin himself will ioumc> here to 
FSU periodically as visiting professor. 
Students uill thus be able to talk 
"•ith him, beginning this month, at 
which time he will be working with 
students in the classroom as well as 
on stage. He will be here during the 
rehearsal for the Univenity Theater's 
spring ptoductiim of "Enemv of the 
ftOfAi." In the 

faD he will again return to hSU. 

Bom and educated in Vienna. 
Eadin came to England in 19j8. 
Since 1963. as producer, writer and 
assistant head of radio drama for the 
British Broadcasting Company, Esslin 
lias been head of drama for the BBC. 
He is also an advisory editor to the 
"Tulane Drama Review", a member 
of the drama panel of the Arts 
Council <rf Great Britain, and a 
dramitic adviaor for the Royal 
Shakespearean Theatre. Included in 



his publications are Theater of the 
Absurd, Brecht, The Man and His 
Work, and Beckett, an anthokigy 
of critiad eiiqri on ahaadist 
playwright Samuel Beckett. 

Donald Soros, a PhD candidate in 
theater, has made contact with 
Eafin, and plans to travel to Ei^iand 
in June to begin research iMifk on Ms 
doctoral dissertation.

Located in that town, the 
school is a custodial and 
rehabilitative center for youthful 
offenders guilty ol cniiies rjnging 
from excessive truancy to grand 
larceny. The SOO boys there rai^ m 
age from nine to 19. 

I had the pleasure of visitins this 
phce recently with a groq> of FAMU 
and FSU students who spend each 
Saturday with these kids. This 
unpublicized weekly event has been a 
joint project of the two schools for 
over a year and from the original 
seven members. 40 students no* 
make the one hour bus trip each 
week. 

My first impulse upon heating cf 
the Mariantu Project was to pietan a 
brothet-to^Kotber relationship where 
"ooBcge" and 'HIefinquent" gather in 
the day-toom and argue the relative 
merits of crew-cuts and 
switch-bbdes.

Student Power? 

Are students at Florida State any closer to 'Student power" today 
than they were one year or five years ago? 

This question is one wtdch has /been asked again by students who 

have seen two years of turmoil on the FSU campus and are seekjng the 
positive results of that turmoil. To answer this question, we must look 

at the power wUdi has bem gained, if any, by stwtents in the paM two 
years. 

A convenient starting point is last spring's censorship demonstration 
and its aftermath. What did students gain by this overt action? 
Obviously there wwe some majw clarifications in the area of student 
power and responsibility within the area of student publications. 

Students were also informed that the demonstration aided in passage 
of several revisions to the Board of R^ents Policy Manual, but these 
revisnns have since proven to be of nunimal importance. The recent 
SDS controversy pointed out the possibility of differing interpretations 
between students and administrators as to what the vague changes 
meant, and the stuctents lost. The initially impressive changes had very 
little real effect on the administration of the university 

The SDS controversy also pointed out the relative weakness of our 
student government. The student government decision to recognize the 
student organization was overruled . and its decision to request the 
withdrawal of the university from the recognition "business" has yet to 
elicit any response from the BOR. 

Recently students were included in dean, vice presidential and 
presidential selection committees to assist in the selection of men to fill 
the existing ot upcoming vacancies. These committees, of course, are 
only recommendatory in nature, but their recommendations are usually 
followed, so student participation has some significance. 

A close investigation, however, will reveal that in most cases studenU 
pwticipaie in an advisory or intermediate capacity. Their actions are 
subject to apiK^oval or drastic change by the administration and they 
rarely have the final voice, even in entirely student-related affairs. 

One serious problem which has come to be symbolic of the lack of 
student power, and which may lead to a significant 
student-administration chdi, is the i»obfem of the student activities 
budget. 

In the past, the student activities budget has been the responsibility 
of student government. It begins m tlie office of the student body 
president with the appointment oi a budget committee, usually under 
he supervision of the student comptroller. This committee receives 
budget requests, hears spokesmen from groups requesting allocatrons 
md submits a proposed budget to student senate. Here again, a 
-ommittee spends many hours of investigation, hearings and juggling of 
igures to assist student organizations and activities in as fair a way as 
possible with the funds available. 

The problem arises, however, after all of this work has been 
-ompleted. Once student government has worked on the budget, and 
Tcated a budget which is equitable from the student viewpoint, it can 
« completely changed by the administration. The major signricance of 
his administrative veto is the philosophy behind a student budget in 
he first place. Since the budget comes from student fees, although 
•-■chnically from the state budget, and is to be used for student 
ctivities and programs, then shouldn't the control of this budget be 
ntirely in the hands of students? Obviously, this has not been the 
ehef of the "power structure" in thepast. They have denied students 
iie right to enter the power structure except in the area of studoit 
:sci{riine. 

Presently, while students contribute several hundred work-hours and 
18 each student per quarter to the budget, they have no REAL 
'ntrol over this money. What is supposed to be a budget for student 
nvities and programs, quite apart from any administrative or 
.ademic aftairs of the university, is subject to administrative 
revision. Translated, this means that the budget which is established 
n the basis of student values and determinatiiHi can be totally 
[^regarded by the administration. 

Unless students, faculty, admimstrators, the Board of Regents and 
;ie sUte legislature attempt to revise this system, a potentially volatile 
tuatkMi could ignite very soon. Unless students are treated like the 
ature adults which MOST of them are, then their quest for aduh 
reatment could cause another serious disturbance within the 
niveisity. The entire educational system should begin to consider the 
msferral of responsibility for the control of student activity and 
udent welfare to responsible students. 

Student power is a move by mature, responsible students to assume 
e responsibility for areas of the university which are directly related 

them. It IS a positive, not a negative force and should be met by 
sponsible, positive action on the part of the administration the BOR 

' the legislature. 

Otlierwise, an administrative veto or "revision" could weU ^e a 
"~- and perhaps harmful, reaction from students.

Ten >ears ago, 1 lorida Stale 
l.nive;sity "s School ol Journalism 
was discontinued for reasons which, 
in light of the ama/ing growth of 
higher education in Fioiida, no 
longer are valid. 

The fact that the 
comnuBily. the mt of 
SOvenuMBt aad mwt capital of 
Florida, is without a school, 
department or program of journalism 
is indeed unfortunate and 
disappointing. 

Community awareness is 
hampered when no means are 
avaSabk for trainii« thoae who will 
be leapnntiMe for mdomui^ tbe 
coraroiinity of eveott which affect its 
cMzeas. 

Seven! months ago, a committee 
was formed by Dr. Robert Lawton. 
dean of the College of .Arts and 
Sciences, to study the possibility and 
tea^ibility of c staMishng a 
journalism program here. 

Recently. Dr. Wayne Daniclson of 
the University of North Carolina 
School of Journalism visited FSU and 
met with Dean Lawton 's committee 
to exchange views and ideas leltting 
to the estaMidiinent of a jotm^in 
prognun. 

When I served as editor of the 
Fhmbeau, I worked with many 
adminittrators. faculty members and 
students in an effort to provide 
academic training in mass 
communications and lo improve the 
quality of student publications. Both 
goals can be at tamed if a program in 
journalism is established here.

By JACK BtLL 
Aaooatedfteii Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A test (rf^ 
partisan strength in Congress seems 
to be shaping over the isoposed 
extension of the 10 per cent income 
tax surcharge. 

Sen. I verott M, Dirkstn, R-IU.. 
says he doubts Congress will coupk 
any basic tax reforms with extenskui 
of the surtax but Sen. lulward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., says it can and 
should. 

Dirkaen. the Senate Republican 
leader, drew a further Ime of dispute 
with the Democratic Icaderdiip when 
he added that he opposed elindnatii^ 

the leven per cent investment credit 
for business plan extension. 

While Dirksen specified he spoke 
only for himself, there is general 
feeling that his views coincide with 
those of a majority of Senate 
Republicans.

The land, located between the Apaiachee 
Parkway and U.S. highway 90, is piefeitfijr fmt 
of the f ederal Correctional Institution. 

Search for a new stadium site las been 
necessitated by the need for building use of 
land now occupied by 39,500 seat Doak 
Campbell it ff^ii"" The cramped HSU campus 
hat heea *mtymt W of expansion in recent 
moadit. dae to iwuiktiMiaf a 33.000 student 
body within 10 yen 



Library Funds On Line 



The State Budfet Oojmaiwon reoeatfy 
icoaauaaaded to the Ifg iii atHir that Hnty 
funds for the forthoommg Mennium be reduced 

to J400,000 each year This followed a Bosd 
of Regents recommendation that the I'SU 
libruy D,.'lget be raised from its present 
J57C.01X) to :700,000 the first year of the 
fiscal biennium. and $800,000 the second. 

Dr. Orwin Rush, director of libraries at I'SU, 
stated that if the Budget Commistian 
rem l a n i radala w i is approved, Ufarary services 
wa be serioaily haadicapped. "We cannot 
opeiate a aaivmity widi lo few fiinds." Dr. 
Rudi nid. "^e canaot go forward with 
automation, rcclatsirication from Dewey 
s> stem to the Library of Congress system of 
classifiL-ation, and v.iU be unable to man the 
listening b<.K>ths now beuig installed in the 
librars " 

'The $400,000," Rusli umtinued. "it 
approved, wffl just manage to pav lor lournaK.

Carl BbckwdD, an examiner for the Bu^et 

Commission, stated, however, that the 
reduction in library funds to I SU is not an 
unexpected decision. "'1 our or five years ago." 
Biadtweil said, "the Budget Commission made 
a lecoaaneadatioa to the L^islaturc to speed 
up dK acqabition rate [of books| to readi 
1.000,000. Now that that figure has been 
reacted, we would Bke to get back to a 
previous level of budgeting.** 

The State Budget Commission 
recommendation must go before the Legislature 
for approval Dr. Rush stated that President 
Marshall is concerned with the low budget 
rcccomendation as are many lacult> members 
who have written letters to him protesting the 
commission's actkms. - 



In addition to the federal land, FSU has also 
studied the old campus dairy as a possible site 
of stadium relocation, but director of the 
City-County Plannir<g Commission I rank 
Branan toM acting FSU President J. Stanley 
ManhaU that the location would permit only 
Iteited parking and woaU cause traffic 
dae to poor access. 

Despite the prelected riafim't 
distance from FSU, Branan noted that 
students have cars, and those who dDn*t OHdd 
be transported to and from football games i#* 
buses. 

The stadium would be buUt on 1 75 acres of 
the 335 acre federal tract, and would 
accomadate 20,000 cars. The stadhun 
seat-patkinK ipmx ratio would be one of die 
beat of any ilidiBm hi Oe oatioa. 

Access to the stadhun wowkl be csxodleiit, 
according to Branaa. Traffic could Aaaoel iato 
the large parking area vm A p a lachcr ihfkwqr, 
U.S. 90, Capitol Circle trudc route and the 
planned Interstate 10 Access roads would be 
built into the stadium area. 

F<w those coming to games by air, the 
Stadium would be only a 1 2 minute drive from 
die municipal airport. 

In addition to excellent highway 
ooaiiectiDns.tfa»Serix>aid Raiboad pbns a qpur 
track just north of the ttadliun site, 
accommodating special game trains. ^, 

In studying the stadium possibilities, the 
City-County Planning Commission noted that a 
larger stadium will niran aaste taomey for the 
city of Tallahassee. 

According to the Commission, a crowd of 
60.000 at an FSU football game would mean as 
much as SI mObon to dty merchants. 

The group abo noted that the initiation <rf 
home and home football aeries with Auburn, 
South Carolma and Clemson within the next 
few years will make larger stadium £Kiiitiet a 
necesoty. .

Tlas 197n*t wBbetimesof cteage-ThepRieatciiatin 
the dtfet b of sacfa nrgeacy thtf there mait be change, 
Michael Harrington, eminent Amerkaa Sadalitt hrty 
author, said in a lecture in Moore Auditorium last nj^it. 

Harrington, who closed out this year's University 
l ecture Series, charged the government's reform programs 
for the ghettos with having fallen desperately behind. 

He cited public housing as an example. In 1949, a 
"cxjnservativc Republican," Sen. Robert Taft, called for the 
construction of 810,000 uniu of housing in six years for 
the poor. Yet in 20 yean; ImtiwiSQejOfOaBils have heea 
comtnicted, he oil 

"The aobam god of tte 1968 public houtingactbto 
f uUai the iohmm goal trf the 1949 act." he oorameatod. 

Having predicted Oat the "TO's wiU be besjged I 
Harrington then noted there b ao gu s raahi 
departures "will be for the good." 

There is an emerging "conscience constituency" - 
young people with concern for issues and values ~ which 



can hta^ about favwable departures, Hanii^on said. But 
there is danger in thb new constituency. 

"There it danger of gettuie politics, of 
srir-rjghteouaMM," he arid. "In the name of radicalbm, 
college gfadaatea ooidl bolate Omwdvet bom tte 
people." 

During the 1968 Presidential campaign, some stunaitS 
refused to talk to Wallace supporters whom they ooiai^ifed 
hopelessly lost, he said, citing this as an example 'ol'the 
isloation of the "conscience constituency." 

There will be change in the 1970's. This chaise may be 
lot the better or for thewcwse. It will deOnitely be for the 
wane onktt tbe A^toni Wv b anded. Hniitton 
oomoMBted. 

Economically thb country can fight the war oa proverty

Fresh Water 
Preservation 
Bill Passes 

TALLAHASSEE (AF) The 
Senate overwhelmingly approved a 
bill which would require all 

citizens - whether a small boat 
owner seeking • dock penrat or a 
major de v el o p er - to get sutc 
pcrmita befoie undertaking projects 
affecting Mate-owned fosh natxa 
fadns, streams and rivm. 

The legislation, now going to ttk 
House, would put stateowned Iresii 
waters under the same pruteetion 
afforded salt water coastlines. 
It ws approved. 39-6 
Under the bill, a project affecting 
bu Uthe ad lines or other projects m 
sl8te«wiHd liesh water would have 
to Sift Mdeiio a biotogical and 
ecological test to determine 
conservation effects. Developers also 
would have to get permission from 
the liustces of the Internal 
Improvement Fund.

GAINESVILLE (AP) A crime 
lab chemist for the Florida Bureau ol 
Law Eflfotcement and five other 
persons -mm arretted bete Sunday 
after what bureau agents called an 
all-night pot patty. 

Bureau C^onunittionet Bffl Reed 
said John David Meyer, 26, a 
probationary emptoyee who worked 
with the Bureau for less than six 
months, was charged with potsetsion 
of marijuana. 

Meyer is a 1967 graduate of the 
University of Morida. where he 
earned a master of science degree in 
chemistry. HitreiidenGe watlittedat 
Tallahassee. 

I ound m Meyer's possession, 
authorities said, was about one-half 
ounce ol the narcoiic drug but Reed 
denied that Meyer was the supplier. 

"Our fear is that he might have 
access to cases under investigation," 
Reed said. 

.Meyer was not a sworn agen( He 
held an Alachua County sherUfs 
deputy card authorizing him as a 
special deputy for "emergency 



services." The card was issued July 
19, 1967. 

Meyer and five others were 
anetled at the home of two 
IWversity of Florida coeds. Viq^ 
EHen Hartmann, 20, of Merritt 
Island, and Lucy Ned. 21. of 
Rockledge. .Miss Neel is a junior in 
arts and sciences. Miss Hartmann is a 
sophomore registered in University 
Colkge.

From the CSU Collegian, Colorado State University: 

"Editor's Note The following arUcle contains excrpts from the address that 
Dr. Ma/tin Luther King Jr. delivered from the steps of the Lincoln Memorial on 
August 28. 1963 in the March on Washington, D.C. This speech, entitled 'IHiw 
A Dream,' summarized the feelings of Di.Kii« on the jmyien of the CinlK«iitt 
Movement) 

" 'Five acne yearsago, agieatAnMrican.in«Aoie9mtKrikdiadowi 
today, aipied the Emancqnttion ftoclamation. This moroeDtous decree came as a 
gieat beacon of fight of hope to miifions of Negro slaves tiAo had been cared in 
Ike flames of withering jqjustioe. It came as a joyous dayhreak to end the lo^ 
night of their captivity. 

" 'But one hundred years later, the N^o still is not &ee. One hundred yean 
later, the life of the Negro is still sadly arq)pled by the manades at ■g»f-«V»w 

and the chains of discrimination. 

" X)ne hundred years later, the N^to lives on a lonely island of poverty m the 
midst of a vast ocean of materia] fsoverity. One hundred years lata, the Negio it 
stai bnguidied ui dw comeis of American society and finds fainuelf an exfle m his 
own land. So we have come here today to dramatize a shameful contfition. 

"There will be neither rest nor trjnquilit> in America until the Negro is 
granted his citizenship rights The whirlwinds of revolt III i tiiiiif In ihalri Hn 
foundations of our nation until the bright da> of justice emerges. 

But there is something thai 1 must sa> to my people who stand on the warm 
threshold which leads into »he palace of justice. In the process of gaining our 
rightful place we must not be guilty of wrongful deeds. 

" 'Let us not seek to satisfy our thirst for freedom by drinlcii^ ftom the cup ot 
bitterness and hatred. We must forever conduct our sttvg^ on the high plane of 
dignity and discipline. We roust not allow our creative protest to degenerate into 
■Ayacal viotence. Agaai and again we must rise to the majestic heights of meeting 
{diysical force with soul force. 

The marvelous new militancy which has engulfed the Negro communitv 
must not lead us to a distrust of all white people, for many of our while brothers, 
as evidenced by their presence here today . have come to realize that their destiny 
is tied up with our destiny and they have come to realize that theii freedom is 
inextricably bound to our freedom. This offense we share moiurted to stann the 
battlements of ii^Mtke rmut be caciied forth by a biwial army. We cwnwt walk 
alone. 

" "So I say to you, my fiiends. that even though we must face the diflkulties 
of today and tomorrow, I stai have a dream. It is a dream deeply rooted n the 
AmetKan dream tfiat one day tiiis nation win rise up and live out the true 
meanmg of its creed - we boU tbeie truths to be self evident, that all men are 
created equal 

" 'I have a dream that one day on the red hills of Georgia, sons of former slaves 
and sons of former slave-owners will be able to sit down together at the table of 
brotherhood.

Requirements 

l-rom the Massachusetts DaUy Collegian, University (rf Mamchusetts: 
"A campus referendum on recruitment cm campus has been taken, ami the 
results are in. However. I suggest that another referendum be taken to I 
the students' motwes for attending this or any other University. It 
interesting though its outcome probably wouU not be surprising 

"Why? Because it seems that the days of pure idealism arc gone; if they ever 
existed. For exampfe, we do not wars for freedom but to secure a fore«n 
policy. If there is a time when flw country has to for its freedom, it wU be 
for aU or nothing. 

"Without any difficulty, we notice that the times are chai«i« and that we 
coihe to the subject of education, a degree and the university's attempt to give ns 
these through its stem of requirements. It could very well be that the pieient 

system of higher education was good back in the fifties, but it is H- 

now. Two reasons can be mentioned: one is the geneial <Bmlirfac«aii witt 
education broiight about by the language requirement and other lucb obstades 
Secondly, is the fact «iat when you do graduate your employer usually sendsyou 
backtoschocdtokanialittle 'speciaUzatkm. 

"This second pomt is of considerable interest because the days of men who 
conM master several fields is over. Disciplines other than your present major are 
so complicated that two semesters of introductory courses hardly scratch the 
surface of any area of knowledge. It seems that the faculty on this campus do not 
reahze this, because they persist in keeping these requirements. It is the faculty 
ccommcndations that are usually followed in these questions. 

"One could protest that it is the faculty who live in tlie ivory lower of 
ducation and do not realize the problems of tUs worid. One does feel Aat tte 
acuity desires to keep their captive audiences. 

'This criticism is justified by my feeling that a majority of students ate not 
itTcfora well founded education. A degree ahnost guarantees a good job with 
uomotion when that penm spedaKzes. Thus a student interested in economics 
jHv does not need to be Undered by Astronomy 100.

One of the more difficidt defenave {days a tMoeball team has to 

make is a sacrifice bunt with a runner on second base. If the defensive 
team concedes the leading runner and allows him to advance from 
second to third base without an attenqit to get him oat, the phy can 
usually be made without too much diCBculty (unless the sMiilBce bunt is 
placed perfectly by the hitter). 

However, if the defensive team ignmes the rumier on second base 
and is content to retire the batter, then the sacrifice has been successful 
and the offensive team has accomplished what it wanted to do 
advance the runner to thkd at the expense of an out. 

We want our team to defend against the sacrifice, but aggressivek . 
with the defensive infielders trying to niake the play with the idea of 
getting the runner thrown out at third base. By beii% agpessive in this 
situation, we may "foul up everything" occasionally not get anybody 
out at an - but we think the aggressive defensive play will pay off most 
of the time. 

Jim Gurzynski, the first baseman, will charge ui very close to the 
hitter: if it is an obvious sacrifice bunt situation, he should be within 1 5 
or 20 feet of home plate when the pitcher throws. This not only 
enables him to be in excellent position should the ball be bunted in his 
direction, but pratically forces the batter to bunt the ball in the other 
direction (down the third base line). 

Second baseman Dick Gold covers first base on the play and 
shortstop Jeff Hogan covws second base. In fiict, the shwtstop stays 
very close to second base as the pitcher prepares to fritcfa and tlms 
prevents the runner from getting a big lead. 

Third baseman Mike Easom covers third base: however, if the ball is 
bunted hard down the third base line and eeis by the pitcher, he must 
leave the base and go for the ball and retire the batter at first base. 

Pitcher Craig Skok wiB pitd) from the "set positiOTi" (no wind-up) 
and try to hold the runner as close tu second base as [wssible. 
Immediately after pitching, he will break at full speed towards the third 
base foul line (where the baO wiO probably be banted), if the defensve 
pJay is to succeed and we are to retire the runner at third base.moit of 
the time a good play will have to be made by the pitcher. 

Left fielder Dave Moates wfll run towards the left field foul line to 
be in a back-up position in case the throw to third base is wild. Right 
fielder Dick Nichols does the same thmg at the right field foul Une to 
back up a throw to first base Catcter Mice E^fah wiB ^ the bunt if 
it is hit vwy softly and close to home pfate and center fielder Walt 
Sumner wffl oome in closer to the iirfidd to be in a backnip position 
should a run-down or a wfld throw occur.

Channels 

The 350 &mtii Hall residents who petitmned Florida legisbtors for 

improved living conditions have been accused of acting in "poor taste" 
since they did not first exhaust "all proper channels within the 
mimsity." 

Whether or not "proper channels" within the administration had been 
followed, the Smith Hall residents did hot act in poor taste nor did they 
ict inqiropaly by petitkMung the L^islatioe. 

The first amendment of the Constitutian guarantees to citizens the 
right of redress of grievances to the govemmeiit. The 14th Amendment 
hinds the states to uphold this right . 

The students were men^ fdlowing constitutionaily piesafted 
channels. 

What might be called the "channels charge" seems to arise every time 
students take ofTense with certain conditions on campus. The charge 
arose during the SDS controversy last quarter, the "grass roots" 
laowment last spti^, and, now i^ain, during the oontnmny ova 
Smith Han. 

"Proper channels" have their place and serve their function. They are 

avenues, for example, by which problems and grievances may be 
presented to those persons qualified to cope with the problems and 
grievances. 

But these channels aren't always reliable, at least in the mind of 
students seeking the recourse. At their best, the "proper channels" arc 
very slow. 

The Smith Hall residents went through a "proper channel," the 
university ombudsman. When they did not receive the response they 
were seeking, they soi^t other charmels, one of whidi was the petition 
of the Legislature. 

The idea that the only recourse for students seeking redress of 
^vances is the "proper channels" is wrong, it is expedioit to follow 
these channels and. in many cases, is the most effective thing to do. But 
the wise student would do well to cover all bets, be they the State 
Lqpslature. facuhy and student senate, or whatever. 

Sometimes the "proper channels'" become nwre proper when they 
are usurped - for just a moment.

Student Senate win consSder, this afternoon, budgetii« of Student Activities 
FeeAoi 1969-70. The current request from IntcrcoUegWe Afldetics amoimUto 

$250,000. 1 recommend that this request be granted. 

I could say that thi^ increast^^. whi.h is. b\ the way, only $25,000 ovo last 
year's budget, is lustilicd simply because there was no increase m the 1967-68 
i^udget. even though studc ni activities fees increased, as weU as a 4 p« cent riK m 
costs due to inllation alone. This past year also saw a 5 p« cent increase due to 
innation a total ol 9 per cent in two years, during whidi the aOocatwn was not 
increased at all. This 9 per cent rise in inflation, however, is not the complete 
reason for the cnaeat increase request., even though it akme posaiUy might be 
adequate. 

Whythen? First, the $250,000 requested is merely to maintain what we are 
already doing - just due to this inOation alone. This does not include any real 
overall improvement in the program. And each year the legislature has in the 
past allocated $150,000 toward the lotai operating revenue of the Intercollegiate 
Athletic budget. This SI 50,000 is no longer available. That function from the 
-tate has been discontinued to al! schools in Florida. So we have a decrease to 
m^e up ol SI 50,000; once again not yet improving our current OvenD pngiam. 

Seeondlv. tn ihe 1967-68 Activities Fees bu^rt of appioxhnately $817,000, 
5225,000 was allocated to Intercollegiate Athletks. The 1968-69 Activities Fees 
budget was about $860,000 and of this sum. $225,000 or approximately 26 per 
cent of the Student Acthdties budget was ag^ aOocaied by Student Sewte to 
intfBGoBegiate Athletks. 

There wiU be another increase m the activity budget. 1 969-70 to $895,000, a 
total increase of approximately $78,000 since 1967-68 in whkh Uie 
■ntercollegiatc budget as still only $225,000. An increase this year of the 
difference will be only 18.5 per cent of the increased budget The Studoit Senate 
.has, in the past, allowed 26 per oeat of the bndtoet to be rW rn-atril tot the 
Intercollegiate Athletic budget. 

There is something which must yet be considered. We have not altowed yet for 
the $150,000 decwase inGeneial Revemie. It win be coveted by what is known as 
the iMBtve fund. The lesnve Amd has $400,000 in it. of which $266,000 is 
oonnotted to capital ouU^y. Where does the reseivefmid come Itaim? It ha« beat 
'^uilt Cnmi FSU participation in past bowl ^mes. 

"lo be competitive, naiaoawide. as we have been in recent years and continue to 
tmn* outstanding new athfetes to FSU, so we can agam participate in bowl 
.Maes through these athletes' efforts, we must at least maintain what we arc doing 
ow in our overaU athletic program. It is these outstanding athletes and their 
ccomplishmrats tttf pbce FSU. and means d of us. hi flie national

MONTREAL (AP) - Thefintdty 
of baseball in Montieal began wHh 
the general managrr b^iqg put up 
the folding chain beluid home plate 
and ended with St. Louis outfielder 
Curt Flood blasting tiie eouUdon of 
the playing field.

mound.

This week and the past week, the controversy over the student 
activity fee allocation to Intercollegiate Athletics has heightened 
slightly without any dearcut solution on the near hcmzon. 

There are several factors that will affect the decisions of all involved, 
factors that won't be clearly known or readily ascotainable for a while 
yet. Until then, the final dedsicM^s will have to remain unmade. 

These factors don't bother me now because of their nebulous nature 
at this time. Wliat does worry me now is what appears to be a growing 
anti-athletic attitude among many students, an attitu^ that "Why 
should we help support the athletes? Let the athletic program take care 
of itself and worry about its money problems by itself." 

ATHLETICS DONT CX)UNT 

The argument in this case is that if it doesn't benefit us like the 
Union or doesn't aid the academic program of the university, then it is 
of h'ttle or no value to us and shouldn't bear a financial burden on us. 

1 can readily see the logic in this argument. I too. have to [)ay tuition 
and other school e;q>erises just like aiiv other normal student. 

REPRESENTATION 

However, this argiunent fails to take into conaderat»n the 
intangibles. Wherever any Fknrida State varsity athletic team goes, it 
goes as a representative of this school. Wherever our athletes appear in 
athletic competition, others, whether we like it or not, judge FSL by 
the conduct of our athletes and, more important, how well they play. 

The University of Alabama is not well known lor its academic 
achievements, however great or small they may be. When one mentions 
Alabama, football comes to mind, a very favcn-able inq>ression no less. 

It is true that there are many schools weD known only for their 
academic achievements such as Harvard, Cal. Tech and MfT. Yet, even 
some of these are coming up in the sports world and with this rise 
comes also an even further rise in [vestige. 

Such schools as Notre Dame, Southern Cal, UCLA, Georgia and 
Texas are well known for academic excellence, but are recognized first 
on their |»owess in intercoUegiate athletics. 

DEGREE VALUE 

Whether it's right or v.Tong or whether we like it or not. in many 
instances the value of our college degree may rise or fall depending 
upon the fortunes of varsity athletics at our sdraol. Once again, 
Alabama is not well known academically (no cut intended, .Alabama is a 
fine school) but a degree from Alabama is prestigious and advantageous 
because of the fuie football teams Bear Bryant twms out yw after 
year. I 

Athletics do have an influence mj the value of our degree and the 
image we project to he outside world. I didn't come to Florida State 
because it has a good athletic program, but life at FSU and college work 
in general is a lot easier because we do have a good athletic program and 
go to bowl games and tournaments. 

I don't want to overemphasize the role of athletics in an academic 
community, but interooOc^te athletics do have a definite place at 
Florida State. Aa^y, school is a inuchhappieT |dace when your side 
wins.

The liteary is much too small for 
FSU's present size. Any further 
iiicieaae m emolbiiait wSl <Ndy serve 
to increase its inadequacies. Yet it is 
now known that the library funds 
will be substantially reduced in ihc 
future No rational luslificalion can 
be given for cutting neiessarv lunds 
like these while appr.jvmg S.V.S 
million for an unnecessary football 
stadium 

In the dorms, the rats and roaches, 
the flaking paint and kakir^ siakt, 
the dirty halls and broken fumituie 
are aU very tangible. If the $3.5 
million stadium is approved it will 
mean a few more students will he 
able to sit and watch our inodcrn-da> 
gladiators. Ilieir performances last 
about two hours and lake pla^e only 
about SL\ times a >eai Meanwhile, 
back al the dorms, students arc 
forced to live every day in wretched 
condition. 

The demands for invtDveiimt ef 
the dorms are not extraordinary bat 
the common answer of the 
adminittratian to our pleas is: "We 
have no money!" Even the most 
expensive of the requests, the au 
conditioning of Smith Hall. wouW 
tost only $353,000. Every dormittwy 
on this campus could be greatly 
inproved if money aOocated for 
athletics went to oiare utefiil 
buiUing prefect*. TUt mirernty 
mutt b^in to think about its aver^ 
ttndeats, not just Its football players 
In addition. Mr. Scoggins argues 
"Whether it is right or wrong or 
wiwiha we like it or not, in many 
nstancei the value of out college 
degiee may rise or fall dependii« 
up«m the fortunes of varsity athletics 
at our school . " If his last ttatement it 
correct, and our degrees do depend 
on the football team, thb is wroi«. It 
it abtwd^ to judge academic 
excellence on the basis of someone 
che's athletic competence. I am sure 
that a ttegree from an acadcmiiall> 
superior college is of fai greater value 
than one from a coUege gaining a 
national reputation only on the 
sports pages. 

The standards of academic 
education in slate universities are 
notoriously low. This is due, in part, 
to the enphuit ibid expen^tnies on 
»«»-«c«lemic trivia. If Ftorida State 
wi*Bt true prestige and recognition 
ft should not waste its funds on 
footban stadiums it docs not need. 
Rather, if should devote its effort 
and money to establishing it as one 
of the great academic univenities a 
the country.

Dear Mr. Klebanoff: 

A newspaper that ran stories such as 
"120 Million People Committed No 
Murders Yesterday" . . . 'Thousands of 
Officials Found Corruption- Free" . . . 
"Very Few Students Are Sex-Crazed 
Dope Addicts," would lose readership. 
Newspapers must, by definition, report 
the ' news " - including factual occurrences, 
but putting emphasis on extraordinary 
events. Crimes, wars, and corruption, are 
unusual happenings, and are thus reported 
in our news media. 

A report that a "New Drivemobile Sedan 
is Found Unsafe" is of greater importaMO 
to the motoring public than. say. 
"Fifty Makes of Autos Pass Safety Tests." 
Most newspaper reports of fraudulent 
practices by business firms are accurate. 
However, newspapers are sometimes 
guilty of subjective interpreting and 
reports of entire industries with "across- 
the-board product unreliability" can only 
be described in those terms. 
A single corporation (much less an entire 
industry) would not survive long by 
producing inferior goods. Competition is 
self-regulating for one thing, and most 
corporations are bound to meet certain 
standards specified by various trade 
associations and institutes. Government 
regulations, too, must be mat, and, 
finally, the buying public has the last word. 

Business is policing itself, Mr. Klebanoff. 
Consider some of the positive aspects of 
modern, responsible corporations while 
you weigh the shortcomings and 
malpractices. You have read of industries 
"raping the countryside." but apparently 
you haven't read reports of businesses 
and industries involved in conservation 
an involvement in which billions of dollars 
are being expended, and will continae to 
cost many billions more. 
An important conservation activity by 
industry is the building of huge lakes by 
the nation's investor-owned electric power 
companies. Although these water masses 
are essential to the companies' operations, 
they create valuable and much-needad 
reservoirs of frash water. Power 
companies usually open these lakes to the 
public for recreational purposes. An 
example of this is Commonwealth Edison's 
latest watershed which provides the 
public with over 100-miles of newly 
reclaimed shorallna. 
Lumber companies, far from "raping" 
our forastlands, are in fact responsible for 
their growth. A lumber company would 



not stay in business if it did not operate 

on the principle of "sustained yield" — 
growing at least as many trees as it harvests. 

Boise-Cescade Lumber Compeny is one 
of many that conducts multi-use 
forestry programs— the company's timber 

lands are open to the public for 
recreational purposes such as camping, 
fishing, hunting, hiking. Logging roads 
allow public access into these areas and 
are also invaluable in forest fire control. 
It is a fact that game increases in well- 
managed forests . . . this again is a 
contribution to conservation. 

The National Association of Manufacturers 
estimates that American corporations are 
currently spending in excess of $500 
million annually on air pollution control 
jresaarch and methods. Many millions more 
are being poured into water pollution 
control by business. 

Slum clearance and renovation currently 
claim the energies and financial resources 
of a number of corporations ; others 
are working on improved sewage and 

garbage disposal systems. 

Yes, there is some legislative "log- 
rolling", lobbying, and other que^ion^Me 
practices, just as there are some 
unscrupulous doctors, students who cheat, 

corrupt people in government, criminate 
roaming our streets, traitors and 
deserters in the Armed Forces. Like you. 
I believe that unethical practices in 
business as well as in other fields— are 
intolerable. 

Efforts by business to "eleen house " are 
increasing, just as business' involven»ent 
in society's problems is more evident. 

Hopefully, students will be more willing 
in the future to examine both sides of the 
ledger before passing final judgments. If 
more of the brighter, talented students, 
with the high ideals and personal 
integrity that you mentioned would join 
business, the self-policing process that 
you and almost all business leaders seek, 
would advance more rapidly.

ICS ANGELES (AP) - Sirhan 
Bishaia Sirhan. who assassinated 
Robert F. Kennedy as the senator 
savored a major triumph in his 
campaign for President, was 
convicted today of first-degree 
murder. 

The jury will begin on Monday to 
choose either life or death for the 
25-year-old Jordanian Arab who said 
he was inflamed by Kennedy's 
support of Israel m the Middle East 
conflict. 

Sirhan enteted the court today as 
ne had for the 15 weeks of the 
trial-pufHrig a cigarette but looking 
no more apprehensive than at any 
ither time. 

Sheriffs deputies stood over him 

15 t<ie court clerk read the verdict, 
3Ul he betrayed no emotion. 

The jury, which had deliberated 

16 hours and 42 minutes since taking 
he case Monday, thus chose to 
gnore more than a month of 
estimony of psyduatrists and 
jsychologists who said Sirhan was so 
nentaUy 01 he did not have the 
capacity to form a meaningful plot 
vainstKamed^. 

Sirhan aiso was convicted of five 
'pac^ coonu of assault with a 
ieaiHy weapon with intent to commit 
■nunler is die wounding of five 
ithers in the Ambassador 
lotelpantry when Kennedy was shot 
arly last June 5.

New Priorities 

A rash of financial hard luck, if you please, has hit theimiversity and 
hit It in some of its most delicate spots. 

The proposed National Defense Education Act loan allocation for 
1 969-70 has been reduced by 5200,000 from last year's allocation. 

The State Budget Commission has recommended that funds for the 
library be reduced to S400.000 annually. This is a reduction of almost 
$200,000. 

The State House has moved to discontinue the $150,000 annual 
subsidy to intercoDegiate athletics. 

And there may be other reductiwis as piepanitiai of the new state 
university system budget continues. 

None of these cuts are law yet. but the prospects are good that each 
will be appro\ed by the Legislature or Congress as the case may be. If 
approved, the cuts will mean a serious handicapping of the effected 
programs and a severe financial strain for the university as a whole. 

Acting President Marshall has pledged to make eveiy app«il possible 
- to the Legislatures, to the R^nts - in an effort to awrt the 
proposed reductions. And Ik is attending to trim down university 
operating expenses. 

All of this is in (wder and is the expected thing to do. But in addition 
to thrae steps, thot^t should be given to the placing of new priorities. 

It has been proposed that a new stadrum be constructed. This idea 
has gone over like a lead balloon with msny since the pfoaoKd cut in i 
library funds was announced. ' 

It has been proposed that the allocation for intercollegiate athletics 
trom student activity funds be increased. This too has gone over like a 
lead balloon with those who see as the end resuh a cutting of Student 
Govern mem, Union Committee and Student PubUcations funds. 

This IS where the priorities need realigning. No longer are athletics 
and student activities the only areas requiring major emphasis in the 
X«^^*- ^ desperate shape are the hbrary 

and Office of Financial Aid. And, as noted above, the cuttme isn\ 
necessarily over yet. 

^ Under current consideration is a revision of the policy on the 
transfer of money from one fund or area to another. The revision 
would make the transfer easier.

Dear Dr. MnsfaaD: 

I was appalled to^ead in the 
Ffambeau that the State Budget 

Commission has rccomincnded to the 
legislature that hbrorv funds tor the 
forthcoming biennium Ix- reduced to 
$400.0(X) Such action is in direct 
opposition to the interest of the 
people of our state, and completely 
out of keeping with the enllghtmed 
and progressive image the State 
administntion tmd the university 
adminitttatiaii atlempu to convey. 

Such retrogressive action 
nndeiraines al beets of the 
university. It should be obvious that 
a reduction of funds from such an 
essential and integral element of 
successful university functioning as 
the library is no real saviif to the 
uxpayer in terms of the quality of 
life winch the ''saviic" would 
purchase, whereas an inoease of 
funds would be a "savif^." The few 
humked thousand dollars saved by 
cutting the lihrar> budget uould 
contribute far less to those things we 
consider to be ol value in our society 
than would the same amount of 
money invested in our university. 

I imagine this argument would 
be accepted generally, for it is easy to 
see how technological advances in all 
the sciences are related to institutes 
of Mgber learning and how the 
technological advances benefit the 
people. What should also Ik- 
apparent, but apparcntl> is nol at 
least to the State Budget Commission 
- is how the quality of the university 
is a function of the quality of the 
library. To decrease the quality of 
the litnary wfll have cumuhMive 
detrimental effects thioi^ioat our 
state. 

The shortsightedness of the State 
Bud^t Commission appears to be an 
effort on their part to appear liugal, 
thereby serving their own interests, 
while actually subverting the intmst 
of the people they purport to serve. 

I understand the average budget, 
nationally, of similar libraries is 
S800.000. If our Mnary is cut to 
S400.000. it will place us near the 




bottom. 

The usefulness of our Ubrvy 10 
the univertify oommuaity nd to the 
««^ i» too gnat for u* to take no 
*elion to prevent its professional 
demise. I wge you to take whatever 
iteps are at your (Uaposal. not only to 
prevent a cut in the library budget. 
Iwt also to assure that it is at least 
brought in line with the national 
average, il not elevated to superior 
status. If such IS the case, we shall all 
benefit.

In the 
past three weeks alone, no fewer than 
four AWOL servicemen have soi«ht 
and gained anctuwy there. 

in mid-March a yomg Marine, 
Ctaig Murphy of Miami, Fb., who 
WM Itetioned at nearby (amp 
^mdfeton, applied at the church for 
■nctuary from the mihiary 

The Board of Irustces of the 
church granted sanctuary, citing their 
respect for "freedom of conscience 
and the right to dissent," 

I or 10 days Murphy hved in the 
church, while townspeople md local 
coll^ studenu kept him company. 
As agreed, the Shore Fttrol m the 
area was notified that he wu there 
and that he would not resist nest. 

At 2 a.B. on Mardi 20 (die teott 
day), two Marines from Murphy's 
bate, wearing civilian clothes, broke 
into the church and asked to see the 
AMOL Mariw aloM. WhHe one of 



them kept the crowd occupied in one 
room, the other beat Murphy and 
dragged him outside and into the 
back seat of their waiting car. The cv 
got away, but was stopped aknoat 
immediately by police for a traffic 
violation. Police freed the two 
Marines - one a sergeant ~ and 
turned Murphy over to authorities, 
who promptly put him in the brig, 

Weston, pastor of the church, goes 
to the brig at Camp Pendleton to visit 
Murphy regularly. On the way out. 
he flashes the peace sign to passii^ 
Marines, "f uUy half the soldiers I 
pass flash it back - and it's quite 
obvious from their expie«io|li what 
they mean. I'm anpiised at haw Imp 
the undesground in ttw Marines is." 
he adds.

Syrian Theater Troupe Goes 
Professional and on TV

_ the ancient popular Arabic stories - the 
Hakawati - possessed stage potential, and were hxieed 
often enlivened by gesture and charges in the costume of 
the teUer, theii real appeal lay in the art of the sta(y4ellBig 
itself. The first play produced in Arainc in 1848. was a 
translation of MoUere's -The Miser." Translated and 
PRNkwed by a Maronte Onistian. Matouo Al Nakkah, the 
piflr was piesHited in his home and acted b> the male 
memben of his famiy before a virtually all maic audience. 

Lfte many theaters in their beginnings, the ..\rab theater 
knew no separation among the functions of author, 
producer, director and actor. Before the end of the 19th 
Century several acting troups appeared in Syria build 
around a single individual who not only selected and 
translated the works but also usually acted tbe i-<'M^ 
roles But pressures exerted by the OttODHB authorities and 
the conservatisni of countrymen drove these pioneers to 
■ek better cimet n ^ypt where Westerners resided m 
|B>led numbers, 
^mong the Syrian emigres was one whose name has been 
Ithaoogfa the years; today Damascus' brand new 
•med m honor of Abu Khabl Al Quabbani, the 
s who fled to Qgypt anmid 1900. 

ORIGINAL ARABIC 

Another Syrian, Fatah Antoun, wrote the first ordinal 
Arabic play Appearing at tbe turn of the cntuty. Antoun's 
work, entitled The New and OU Egypt" was written in 
classic^ Arabic. Where Qabbmn's coaMhrtiODS fell wiflun a 
more populsr von in UrpOn Otetu. the Ctomedia del 
Arte and woe pRseated in veoMfa.. Journalist and 
•fOMtoi Antonn oonbftnted to a tess popular strain 
rtWn tbe theater's development the adaptation of 
Wttton masteipieGes. With these significant contributions 
Syaa relinquished ita loie ai the iHiar sappier of tdent to 
the Arab theater. 

Where tgypt moved rapidly to impressive prose and the 
modern yxial dramas of Tawfiq Al Hakim and Taha 
Hussein. Damascus was not mterested enough to st^ even 
one prtiduction during a period of 50 years. The only 



semblmoe of a Sydm theater was provided by the 
humorous skits diown in movie houses before and after 
fiBms. Performed in Damascus dUect, they cnnstHalnd only 

light, incidental entertainment. 

The turning point came in 19S9 diira« Oe unioa with 
tgypt. With the fotmatiim of a jolBt rahmtry of culture 
and guidanoe. the port of Erector of theaters was created 
and sntrurted to Dr. RaTik Sabban. He had siudied the 
COT temporary French theater m Parts under the supervision 
of Jean Viller, the famous I rench actor and producer 

Sabban's hope and efforts were directed toward giving 
Syria its fust modern theater troupe which was itF^tf f up 
essentially of nonprofessionals: local students, 
returning from stud> overseas who had 
the theater, and complete novices. It became Sabban's job 
to mouM them into shape. 

One evening, Sabban was emboUened to leat the 
cmenM Al Griien in Dunascas to give in Arabic one of the 
WDrid's oMest plays, Aristophanes, 'The Kcclesiazusae." 
TWs.Bvely satire of government featuring women disguised 
as men decreeing a new constitution, was perhaps a Uttle 
ambitious; for a lust undertaking I he actors were new the 
pubhc was new Several errors were made but we succe^ 
in producmg what ,s considered a play for the fust time in 
Damascus, and the pubhi went away satisfied 

Concentralmg on world masterptecex, Sabban, in faUy 
rapid succession, produced the pkys ot Sophodes. Molleie 
and Shakegieare. In seven! iiutances, translation - often 
his own - tad to be done, especially for the new troupe

Food Service Contractors 
Discuss Quality, Quantity

Repteientatives from some 12 food service contractors 
met Friday with Florida State officials in a pre-proposal 
conference to <Hscuss the terms of the new can^us food 
service agreement to be kt next month. 

Director of Business Seivices Don Strickland opened tiw 
conference by piOK^ing the university's position on he 
contract. 

"Tlie primary basis fur awarding the contract will be the 
quality and quantity of food service, economy of food for 
the students, and many other intangible items." Strickland 
said. "A secondary input will be the specifically measurable 
monetary return to the university for use of the facilities." 

Strickland pointed out that shortness of time would also 
be a nugor factor. The new contract goes into effect on 
Juiw 7 and tuns duouih August 31, 197^ Hft^notedthathe 
hopes to hwe flie contnct awuded by May, j. 

Throug)iout file entire proceedhigt,] consideiabie 
emphasis was placed on getting the best economic deal for 
the students. While it seems uidflceiy tiiat food prices wBI 
be drastically reduced, it is even more nnHkdy tiiat tbc 
winning contractor will be aUe to increase pikes wittiin tiw 
duration of the contract. 

'The only possible cause for renegotiationof any part of 
the contract would be fo the benefit of the students," 
Sttiddand said. 



NO FOOD PLAN 

The proposed food service agreement has several 
shortcomings the major one being lack of mention of an\ 
q>ecific food plan or "board plan" for students. Many ot 
the contractors obiected to this weskness since the food 
sales lepieaents about 40 per cent of Morrison's 
pieanit aninid groas sales. 

Strickland said however, "We just don't have tnie to 
consider any spedfic board plans. This wffl have to be 
negotiated after the contract is awarded. We want to 
involve people from many areas when we discuss this 
matter, to insure that tiM students get the best poolfale plan 
at the lowest costs."

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'Enemy' Opens 
Wednesday 

There's a universality in Heniik 
Ibsen's "An Enemy of tlie People" 
that transcends the years since it first 
stirred up the indignation of 
audieiices seme 70 yean ago. 

Even Arthur Miller's adaption, 
which spoke to the 1950'5, seems to 
readih apply to contemporary 
problems here in the U.S. The play, 
which opens Wednesday at I SU's 
Conradi Theatre, focuses in on he 
question of majority rule. It teOs us 
that the wiU of the majmity can be a 
dangerous thing when it is used to 
. mask an ugly truth. In this case, that 
tile dtizens of a town which thrives 
finandally on its liealth springs, 
lefiise to aclcnowfedlge that the 
waters are contaminated. 

Doctor Stoclcroaiin, played by 
Michael M. Ryan, malces the 
iBacovBiy, but is bnoded "an enemy 
of tile people" when be stands by the 
troth of it "The strong must learn to 
be lonely" says Stockmann when he 
realizes that the town's pockotbook 
has prevailed over the danger of an 
mpeading cfiideniic. 

Despite the grave subject matter, 
"An Enemy of the Fieople" is not 
devoid of humor. Stockmann's 
comments on Ids bnflier, the mayor, 
on ae so-called 'liberal press" that 
abandmies him, and the strange 
rationalizations that the townspeople 
use to defend their behavior are all 
quite laughable as we identify with 
Stockmann m his de^etation. 

In an age of street riots, campus 
unrest, arch conservatism, the radical 
left, and Tiny Tim. it's a good idea 
(food for the soul), every once in a 
«*ile, to get out and chuckle. 
Pfviaaee ay, with and at an 
"enemy of flie people."

"Kverv day .Mrs. Wiison uould come to work afterkaringa cheen breakfast 
with her husband, a successtui small buanessman. They would eat in the breakfast 
nook of their house every morning, and on clear, sunny days would listen to the 
songbirds in the stately trees in their back yard. They always used their quaint 
Swiss China set, the one with the chip broken off the cream pitcher. But this 
defect did not detract bom the breakfast ware to their thinking; it only added to 
itaairoffMniliarityand warmfli. 

"After snch a Hcne and reiaxing start, Mn. Wiion was quite ready to lea¥e 
for WDfk, an activity she found enjoyaMe and fulfilling. Her job consisted 
basically erf keqring the various functions of the draft board runnmp Miioothly on 
a day-to-day basis. And this came easily to Mrs. Wilson, who considered herself a 
natural organizer. 

"Occasionally the newspapers came around to do stories on her and her |ob. 
Mrs. Wilson took great pleasure in describing the importance to the country of 
smoothly-functioning draft boards and derived even more satisfaction from

" They keep dmnling things Vkt "How many kids wiB you kffl today?" and 
otter hacdUe nonsense,' Ae would say in such a manner as to show how 
emended she was. 'I don't see why they can't be like the other nice kids that 
come timwgh here.' 

"But when she was not talking to the newspaper people, she sometimes did 
think ab(,ut uhji the unkepi demonstrators had charged. She alua> s succeeded m 
brushing an> doubts aside, though, by reassuring herself that her work was in the 
best interest of the country aid. besides, she was confident the atmy knew what 
it was about. 

"Mrs. WUson. > ou see. never had to look at the Mood and the gore wreaked by 
the nice kids gomg through her efficient operation. She never had to watch 
another human being's house, with his family inside, go up is icotching flames 
from a napalm attack, and she, as a matter of course, did not have to wony about 
such a diing h^pumt to henelf. She wis protected by the bmeaiciatic process 
of rationalizatioa and by terse, ball score news reporU about human suffering. 
Mis. Wilson did not even have to watch the process by which the boys coming 
througjl her operation were reduced to mechanized robots mar.hing m suffocating 
lines and rows of order so that they eventually would bt amenable to the ultimate 
in disorder. 

"No, while all this was going on, .Mrs. Wilson continued to do her job well and 
efficiently.

SENSE OF BALANCE 



To the Editor 

The library is in trouble, funds for 
financial aid are being decreased, and 
roaches infest the muggy dormit(»ies. 
Research grants, espedaQy for pure 
research, are being cut qgfat and left, 
yet die university is beng adwd to 
provide another $25,000 a year, 
enough money to pay for ttiee 
four-vcar college educations, for 
intercollegiate athletics, i.e. football, 
not long neglected baseball, judo, 
gymnastics, etc. Meanwhile, plans are 
being put forward to build a costly 
new footbaU stadium which, if 
constrocted, would be out of waBcB« 
range of campus, and thus out of 
atte nd a n c e range of most freshmen 
and aophomoies. 

That no increases have been made 
in the football appropriations in 
recent years more than likely reflects 
a realization that too much mo.ney 
was being appropriated lor football 
in previous years, rather than that 
tootball allocations were i'» g «f» ti i^ to 
lag behind. It is doubtful that this 
extra S25,000 a year, if appropriated, 
would significantiy increase die 
ftOMBotl return from our gridiron 
performances (or that its failure to be 
appropriated would hurt it), but it is 
certain that our fortunes on the 
football field will not determine the 
value of a degree from our university 
as much as, for example, will the size 
and quality of our libraiy. There b 
no denying that oui univenity owes a 
great deal to our football team, but 
when the supply of funds available 
for the university is less than the 
amount of funds it needs, priorities 



must be set. Clearly, this money 
could be better used, say, to 
supplement the funds for the librar , 
or increase the funds available for 
fnandal aid. or help the many 
community aid profects now In 
attempted by mem b er s of Che 
univetsi^ co mmunit y, or 
salaries of the non- 
employees, or exi 
roaches in Smith Hd, or av 
condition the dormitory buildings, or 
provide streetlights for the Sallcy 
Hall parking lot (where just a short 
time ago burgJers broke into several 
can), or provide rebates to the 
nnmenwa victims of the cafeteria and 
bookstore, or provide more pafku^ 
space on campus, or bald moK 
sidewalks instead of more cactus Md 
wire fences, or cv.-n. perhaps, to 
supplement the university "s research 
funds on such pr.iblenis as air and 
water pollution, overpopulation, 
poverty, and crime a.id delinquency. 

In the career world, the prestige of 
a univeTsily it determined by its 
academic exccUeaoe, not by its 
athletic prowess; in fact, many of the 
nation's most higldy regarded 
universities have only second-rate 
football tcanis. or even no football 
teams at all \ first rate kxitball team 
IS desirable, hut a tirst rale university 
is more desirable, and more 
i.mportant The sacred cow of 
football must not be raised above the 
welfare and naponibMities of the 
univenity conmiaaity for which it 
exists.

Senator George McCovern and Senator Wflliam Fulbright renewed their fight to 
change the course of the Vietnam war.

The present "arena type" of 
regisUation maltcs extensive use of 
(iiiiputers and has been much 
l ived durmg the past three years, 
but many feel that the next logical 
stq> would be fone fona of 
pre-cegisliatian. 

Aqgumeots have been piemted on 
both adeiof the issue during the past 
year. A special prendeotial 
committee last tall recommended 
thai the registrar make eveiy effort 
to switch lu eumputcrizcd 
pre-registration. Many students and 
faculty members feel that valuable 
time at the b^innmg of each quarter 
is now taken up by ngidniM. 

INCREASED COST 

One of them^ordnnvbacksanhe 
system wooU be incfeaied ooits.

initial costs ot obtaining additional

I decision to call in policy to arrest

out from dasses to take an 
introqiective look at their fair 
Harvard. Unlike other 
coafionutiais. the Harvard dispute 
is not between SDS and the 
administration, with students 
choosing sides. It is simply a matter 
to be settled between students and 
faculty.

VIENNA (AH) The 
( Vcchoslovak Defense Ministry has 
suspended Col. tmile Zatopek, the 
Czech sports hero and outspoken foe 
of the faices that invaded 
CzedKMioirikia last August, it ms 
teponed Mmiday by CTK. the 
official Czech news agency. 

The report said Zatopek, winner of 
three gold medals in he 1952 
Olympics at Helsinki, had been 
suspended tor his "f unction" but did 
not say what it was. 
CTK waid the suqieasion came 



after the Defense Ministry had 
started an mvetligation mto 
Zatopek's actinties. 

The report said the suspension 
followed "weD founded suspicion'' 
that he had spread "untruthful 
report.s and for conduct in variance 
witJi the relevant orders of the 
Minister of Defense " 

Zatopek was one of the authors of 
the manifest of "2,000 wonb" last 
July that urged the govenunent to 
oust hard-line Coramunists bom 
important posts.

The Inter-Fnternity Council (II'C) 
yesterday icqponded to aUegatioas 
that oertam ftateniitiec on flie FSU 
campat iiave diicciminataiy ctanet 
in tbek constitutions. 

The allegations were made at the 
Studcnl Unrest Symposium on April 
l() Id jctirm Prcsidi-'iit Stanley 
Marshall, who said In.- would have the 
matter irncslmalcil imnicdiately. 
Vice President lor Student Aflairs 
John Arnold made a eheck of 
fraternity ctmstitutions the foUowiqg 
day and found several to contain 
discriminatory clauses. A simte 
check was made last year. 

Stanley Hawkln^. president of the 
II C. said in a |in. |>arcd release that: 
" \s lor ihc survcv ol fraternity 



found that only two fratermtiet had 

any discriminatory clauses 
whatMwver in tiieir conftitutions and 
others are allowed 
■cretion for sei o-tiug 
thev membeniiip. As for the first 
case, one of the fraternities hi 
question has petitioned and has been 
granted an exception to the 
discriminatory clauses by their 
national. The other fraternity is in 
the process of petition for a state 
exoeptimi. 

"Concerning the lattez snmp, 
these clauses are not discriminatory 
when seen in the liiht that 
fraternities follow estaUished 

procedures for selecting membership 



oiganizatioBS. ThcK procedures are 
in essence the fact that fraternities 
reserve the dght to select their own 
members.

County Begins 
Stadium Plans 

The I con County Commission lius 
decided to draw up plans lor a new 
60,000 seat I lorida State University 
Stadium despite questions of the 
project's qualifications under federal 
guidelines. 

If the proposed stadium site, 
located behhid the Federal 
Correctional Institution, eight miles 
from I SU. is purchased by the 
county at a discount, the General 
Service Administration stipulates that 
the land must be used tor 
recreational purposes. 7he 
commission though, feels certain the 
stadium would qualify. 

County Engmeer Henry Hanson 
noted however, that if the stadium is 
buMt under the recreational 
guidelines, the county will be 
eonipelled to charge extra admission 
fcvs to the stadium area, similar to 
fees paid by viotan to fedacal mA 
state parks. 

In an effort to receive further 
reduction on cost of the land, county 
officials last week consulted the 
Atlanta office of the Health. 
Education and Welfare 
Administiatkm to see if the ttadtan 
would qualify under educatioa 
guidelines. Atlanta HEW officiala, 
however, dispelled that hope, i 
it '^idKulous."

question as to whetiicr or not the court injunction was legal and based 
on a potentially dangerous atuatxHi. Should the courts rule that the 
injunction was "faulty." then the students wffl have been within their 
rights in ignoring the order.

"We could say something like Tim Futrell and Jim Cwinn. the 
Greek-dominated assembly, Futrell s patronage corps composed of his 
dynamic executive body, his huge administrative fleet and his interns 
will -hopefully' lead to a meaningful Student G.ncrnment next year 
but you wouldn't really believe that, would you?

Things (good or bad) frequently happen in a baseball game that the 
average fan may liglitly pass off as "luck," but actually are the results 
of some real good (or real bad) perfonnanoes by various players. Let's 
use as an oomqile flie bottom of the nmth inniiig of a game played on 
April 2 at Seminole fidd. 

The Seminoles trailed Belmont Abbey 9-8 as the inning b^an. 
LeadH^ hitter Walt Sumner sin^ sharply to left Held with no one 
out. The obvious play would be for second hitter Dave Moates to 
sacrifice bunt Sumner to second base (so he could score on a normal 
single). However, Sumner has outstanding speed and has not been 
tinown out steado^ aB season, so he was givra the steal signal..and he 
pronqitly stole second base. 

Now another decision had to be made concerning Moates...with the 
tying run at second and on one out, should he sacrifice bunt the runner 
to third or hit avray? Since Moates is a left hand hitter and more likely 
to hit the ball towards right field (which would allow Sumner to go to 
third even if Moates made an out), he was allowed to hit, and he beat 
out an infield single that moved Sumner to third base. 

With outstanding speed, Moates stde second base.. juid GfAA walked 
to load the bases with no one out. 

Jim Gurzynski then hit a fly ball to left field. Normally the ball 
would not have been considered deep enougJi to allow a runner to score 
from third base after the catch, but in pre-game piactice Sumner had 
noticed that the Belmont Abbey left fielder did not have a strong arm 
Wth that in mind, he tagged up and broke for the plate after the catch 
The thr<jw was not strong enoi^h to get Smmer at the plate and he 
scored the tying run. 

When the Belmont Abbey third baseman (acting as the cut-off man 
on the throw to home plate from left field) reaUjKd that the throw 
would not be m time to get Sumner out, he caught the ball and threw 
to second base in an effort to retire Moates who had run off the base as 
the throw headed for home plate. However, the third baseman's throw 
was low and bounced by the second baseman into center field. 

Neither the center fielder nor the the right fielder had thouglit to t?ci 
mto the proper position in case of an overthrow and as the ball rolled 
on out into center field, Moates came around thiid bne to score the 
winnii^ run and end the game. 

Was it luck" that enabled the Seminoles to rally for two runs ui the 
ninth inning? A solid base hit. an inficUidt by a fast runner, two stolen 
bases by fast runners, an observation of an opponent's weakness that 
paid off, and a mental lapse by a couple of players .to quote a famous 
person (whose name escapes me fw the moment) "luck is when 
preparation and opportunity meet."

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Library Money Cuts 

Outlook Grim For Services

Whik the most significant effect of 
the proposed cut in library funds will 
be a decrease in new acquisions, 
every area of Kbnry service will be 
affected. 

Not only wiU the total book 
budget be one-third less than the 

prese nt figure, but no fuads for the 
purchase- of special research books 
and eolleelions will \tc allocated. In 
the past, about one-sixth of the I 
budget had been used for 
purchases. 

Another problem will be a lack of 
personnel to handle the increased 



student use of the hbrary over tlie 
next year. George 1 or tin. university 
comptroller, noted that a total of 38 
new positions had been requested 
over the next two years, but the 
budget cat wil net allow such an 
addition pcs s o n s. 

"Since no new positions will be 
added n»t year," said Miss Fnmces 
Mnnaon, assistant dhector of the 
Kbiary, "we m^ have to curtail some 
services we are presently offering. 

"The library will continue to 
receive new current books from 
major publistiing houses under our 
present .system, but we will not be 
able to acquire any new periodicals

Ryan 
infuses the role with one feature 
which more than anything else makes 
the chatactBi of Stockman 
adm ira b l e: a sense of hunm. And 
this is admiiriiie in aiqrnMn. 

Ryan gets able help from his 
supporting cast. Many of the players 
are perhaps too broad in their 
interpretations, but this is probably 
the fault of the script. David Dye is 
appropriately milquetoast as the 
middle-of-the-road newspaper 
pubhsher. Don Boros is sightly 
malevolent as the pseudo-libend 
newspaper editor. Teny Browne is 
suitably formal and vtedictive as the 
mayor of the town. The other major 
members of the ca.st, .Susan Murr\ . 
Sheila McDaniel, Tony Tartaglia, 
Kobert .Morgan, Richard Rose, Don 
Hood, and John Hofmann, are each 
good in their roles, but space wiU not 
permit individual comment. 

Despite what reservations we may 
have about Miller's script, "An 
Enemy of the People" is a good 
show, and a stirrnig piece of theatre.

SDS might be considered a winner. It got the publicity it no doubt 
was seeking. Many state papers and the Flambeau carried the story. 
And it is almost a cinch that the Tallahassee Democrat, represented at 
the roundtable by Editor Malcolm Johnson, a member or the panel, will 
come forth with an editorial of condemnation, or at least an "I 
Declare"" of cundcmnalion. 

SDS pressured the establishment - members of the Legislature were 
fnesent. As a residt of the pressure, an amendment was tagged to the 
general appropriations bill yesterday ttiat provides for the cutting off of 
state money tc faculty or students who participate in or advocate 
protests of university ptdicy or regulations. 

One representative noted during debate on the anicndmcnt: 
"Yesterday, I would have voted agatnst this proposal, but after last 
night..." 

But publicity and political influence aren't ail SDS gained from the 
"incident." It accomph'shed a great deal in its figlit for recognition on 
the FSU campus. In the midst of things was Chancellor Robert Mautz, 
no doubt extremely impressed by the example of free speech in 
operation. 

Acting President Stanley .Marshall might be considered a winner. He 
established as fact that he will run his ship with an iron hand when 
necessary. 

He had a cease and desist order in his coai pocket which just 
h^qwned to come in handy. And Dean Herb Reinhard happened to be 
in the audience with copies of a prepared statement alst) warning 
students to knock it off or be subject to arrest. Chief WUliam Tanner 
and members of the Campus Security force were also on hand - 
coincidentally. 

Marshall won in terms of efficiency. 

And Marshall was a winner in promoting healthy dscussion amoi% 
membeis of his faculty who, in retrospect, view the "incident" as an 
attempt bv the acting preadent to look good" in the eyes of the press 
and the Legislature. 

Some faculty are also healthily discussing the apology MaidiaU made 
at tlie conclusion of the roundtable "on behalf of the majority of FSU 
students who were not represented here tonight...' They contend that, 
since the occasion was an AAUP-sponsored function. Marshall had no 
HHwe right to take over the noor than did the 40 students hours earlier. 

Even the faculty itself might be considered a winner. Before the 
night was over, the poiarizatim began again, academic freedom in 
action, no doubt. 

What a profitable evening! It looks as if there were winners all the 
TOy around.

Business 
has followed the times, even 
paced the times. Therefore, the 
speed, accuracy, and future 
creativity of developing 
computers cannot bo flanied by 
future business. 

The derfc, the bureaucratic non- 
entity t»f business, will be 
inplocod by tho complexity, yet 
practical simplicity off the 
computer. A oompiitor gathari 
and analyzes i nfo tn» Bti «wi faster 
and more accurately than man. 
The memory lock of any compirtar 
offers the most logical answor 
to any given problem and 
tlieoretically possesses an 
unlimited memory. And if science 
can duplicate in the machine the 
DMA code off the human, the 
ci 'O B t i wo t hou g hts of the human 
could be sy mhswi —d in tbs 
machine. 

The computer's primary code 
could essentially simulate man's 
life controlling function 
regulated by the mysterious DMA 
amino acids code. When

Dear Mr. Shelby: 

Why should man fear the 
machine? It's a tool for the 
elimination of drudgery . . . 
for freeing people from limiting 
routine. Each more sophisticated 
application opens another door 
to exciting new functions for 
the individual. 

As to business' acceptance of the 
apparent philosophical implica- 
tions of a machine being better 
talented than man, let's expand 
your question to include society 
as a whole. Your suggested 
potential of the machine's 
inventiveness, after all, would not 
only affect the structure of 
business and its practices but 
the role of the individual in 
every institution of the com- 
munity—education, government, 
the professions, in fact, man's 
day to day living environment. 
Already many of these changes 
have been manifest. 

Think of the brigades of 
bookkeepers trapped through the 
years into peering from under 
their green eyeshades at 
mounting columns of figures. 
With perfection of the adding 
machine and comptometer, their 
working world assumed a whole 
nev Jiii'-^nsion. IMo more 
scu^tching out monthly 
statements with a steel-tipped 
pen. 'nstead, many have assumed 
functionally more interesting 
responsibilities by applying the 
skills, and wider knowledge, 
needed to use these tools. As a 
result, the individual gained 
more capabilities, and industry, 
more capacity. 

The computer has broadened the 

hori/on much further. With its 
characteristic abilities for 
sensing, feedback, and 
self -adjustnent the 
determination of changing 
requirements without human 
intervention masses of data can 
be digested and analyzed, and 
complex calculations made, to 
meet the needs for which 
it is programmed. 

Its applications already have had 
a profound effect on almost 
every phase of our daily lives. 
Look, for example, at its 
employment in teaching: 
programmed lesson plans in a 
dozen subjects that permit 
student responses, and instant 
correction of errors, which 
enable uninterrupted progress to 
the extent of each individual's 
capacity. And the day is not far 
off when many university 
libraries will be linked together 
in a vast information retrieval 
system. A question fed into a 
machine by you at Tulane may 
elicit needed data from memory 
locks at Cornell, or 
Northwestern, or Stanford. 



Its uses in long-range economic 
policy planning by government 
and business are infinite. A 
projection of population growth 
concentrations five years ahead, 
or twenty, will make possible 
realistic plans for food 
requirements, or housing starts, 
or highway construction 
programs, or the thousands upon 
thousands of goods and services 
requisite for further up-fading 
our living standards. 

And what about the computerized 
services touching all of us that 
already are taken for granted: 
programming traffic lights to 
cope with rush-hour congestion 
. . . reconciliation of monthly 
bank statements . . . processing 
individual income tax returns . . . 
even notifications from 
insurance companies when 
premiums are due. 

All of this is part of the 
increasingly fast-paced tempo of 
our times. Man now demands 
"more", and he demands it 
"faster." This poses 
requirements best met by wider 
usages of computers, and in 
turn prompts the need for 
computers with increasingly 
sophisticated characteristics 
to keep pace. 

The point is that the philosophic 
implications arising from the 
economic and social 
consequences of computer 
complexes already has been 
accepted by society. 

Paradoxically, as computerized 
functions broaden, job losses 
don't necessarily follow. To the 
contrary, new fields of 
employment open, and people 
directly affected acquire new 
skills and abilities which improve 
their earning capacities- to the 
extent that each utilizes the 
opportunities proffered. Isn't this 
a capsulated instance of the 
force-drive for progress, 
and man's growth? 

No one really knows to what 

exotic limits computers can be 
developed The day may well 
come when "creative thought" 
is a characteristic. But I am 
confident that during the 
intermediate evolutionary steps, 
man's own intellectual 
sophistication will continue to 
outpace the machine, and assure 
control over a product of his own 
making. Certainty there's no real 
cause for worry, however, until 
the machine learns how to 
plug itself in.

Political Scientists 
Endorse Pay Raise 



TALLAHASSEE (AP) Four 
tending Florida political scientists 
have endorsed solidly the proposed 
J 12,000 annual salary for state 
legislators 

Dr. John M. DeGrove, Fkxid* 
Aflantic professor oi political 
science, called tlie proposed tenfold 
pay increase "extremdjr justiBed." 
Dr. Dtasy- tuket, Florida State 
' Univefsity govenunent professor, said 
it is "ample and realistic for this tdne 
and place in Florida. " 

Dr. .Manning J. Dauer, University 
of l lorida professor of political 
science, said under the plan Florida's 
lawmaking body "still would not be a 
higiilr paid Lqjsbtare." 

Dr. Ebton RoaOy. FSU goireinient 
Ptofessor, said S12.000 b a 
"minimum tevel" which should be 
upgraded over a period of v ears. 

The four were interviewed 
separately by The .Associated Press. 

All generally agreed much a salary 
would not be excessive when 
compared «ith the pay of lawmakers 
in other major states. 

"I was hoping that it would be 
about $15,000," sad DeGrove. 

DeGrove and Dauer said it would 
tend to make lawmakers less 
aisceptiUe to special interests, while 
Dr. Parker said it "prepares people 
for the argument for a Aifl time 
Legislature." 
DeGrove and Dauer said the pay 



is not an argument for a 
reduction in the size of the 
167-member Legidatuie. while 
Roady and ftrfcer conteiMled it it. 
■ "TheiB u not nndi evidrace to 
Aow tbae it mow effidewy when 
the size is reduced," said Dauer. 

Roady said the pa> hike is only 
one step toward professionalizing the 
l lorida Legislature, and the others 
would be "a unicameral Legislature, a 
very tough campaign law." 

None of the four said he felt the 
pay vote would have a agnfficant 
effect on l^islati»« elections in 1 970 
"I dont think it wfll unless the 
l^idatots should go on an 
jne^P«>naiWe rampage in terms of 
expcnam," said Dr. Parker 

The only places where incumbents 
Who voted lur the pa> hike nia\ leei 
a hostile reaction, said Dauer. are in 
areas such as rural North Florida 
"where the pay scale is low«." 

DeGrove was lutUy critical at 
opposition to the raise on the 
editorial pages irf raany Florida 
new!papen. 

"I've been extremely disappointed 
•boot the aave and narrow-minded 
way the press has handled this," he 
said "The hostile attitude of at least 
some of the sute press, 1 feeL caused 
the Legislature not to go ai f« as U 
ought to have gone. 

"While I disagree," he added, "1 
recognize their (newq>apers*] r^ 
to do what they did."

Harvard is considered the classic college. What happens there clearly affects 
decisions and events on other college campuses When the President of Harvard 
decided to call in the police to quell studeut disruption, such action was 
immediately placed m the munstienn as the |mpaR9ansB of aaadmi^^ 
to disruption. 

We believe neadent fasey's action was wrong as it utteily igmved the 
P4»silaiities of latioiiai penoaskm Oat m inheient m the educational process. 

Not do we believe that tiie tactics of SDS were justified. SDS was 
demonstrating against the existence of ROTC on the Harvard campus, vet 
.legitimate channels had operated sufficiently well that academic credit for ROIC 
had recently been abolished. The esijencc does not indicate a slowdosin or 
breakdown ol these legilimatc channels that would necessitate the tactic of taking 
over a building. 

An even-handed criticism of both Pusey and SDS represents what we believe 
would be the current of majority opinion on the Emofy caoqms.

Presidential Memo 



By Acting President Stanley Marshall 



My remarks for «iis"llemo" wffl deal with three matters of current interest to 
faculty and students. 

1. The laoposed ^location for the University Librar\ m the operating budget 
now before die Legislature. The $400,000 proposed by the Budget C ommission is 
thiwoughly inadequate for a university of the size and diversity of Honda State 
Umver-sity If we are to continue our growth in quality along with our growth in 
. quality along with our growth in number of students and faculty, die rates of 
library atquisitions must increase, not remain at the same level «r, worse stS, 
decrease. With strong supporting documentation provided by (^vin Rush and 
several members of die faculty, 1 have poioted to die iudequacy of the proposed 
allocation. There is some likelihood diat die universities win receive lump sum 
appropriations m broad categories for flie first thne. which would permit us to 
mcrease Hbiary fiuub at die expnse ot oflier items. Thus it is the total dollar 
apptoimation which mast be our major concern in the proposed new system of 
budgeting. 

I appreciate die concern of students as well as faculty ui this regard The 
willingness of .Student Government tu consider allocating a portion i student 
fees to the library is commendable, but I believe this would not be wise move for 
the Universm when vie wed in perspective. Support for thefibwy mst be viewed 
as an mtegral part of our operation, as important as |noviifii« dasirooms or 
instructional equipment or faculty. I do not believe it would be wise to separate 
Ubrary support from the other essential components ot the Univeraty. 

2. A new football stodium. This is now beii« explored in a very tentative way 
Maintenance coste on Campbell Stacbim aie excessive, largely because of its steel 
constiuction. We are faced with several major expenditures (including a paint job 
which costs $40,000 to $50,000) within the next year. In view of the above and 
of the growth of die University and the Tallahassee area in the years ahead, it 
seems wise to review the stadium question at this time 

Two other aspects of the problem sUnd out: The land on which CampbeU 
Stadium and the adjacent parking areas are located is perhaps too vahiaUe to use 
for Its present purposes in view of its proxunity to die central campus and its 
likely use as a buUding site; and, second, die Mraiability of wifficial tnif makes it 
possible to use a football field every day without damage to die pUying area 
Thus a new stadium could be used by die Umveisity and by all of the high schools 
m Leon Cbanly. Some interest in a plan of this kind has been shown by County 
officials and win be pursued if the matter seems to ment further investigation. 

No conaderation has been given lo requesting state funds for this purpose; awl 
m my (pinion, the University should not pursue such a course at this time. 

Action on the reports of the "Committee of Seventy-Seven." 1 have begun to 
study the several reports of the Special Presidential Committee on Student Afiain 
and have scheduled a meeting with Dr. David Dickson, Committee ClMkBMI,aal 
several of the sub-committee chairmen for later this week. Thv has been delayed 
longer than 1 had hoped; but during die Uv^Ow mukm I mutt give hUiest 
pnonty m my own schedule to iq«esentii« the VHm^H interests widi various 
committees and to working with Oe ChaaoeBof's office in budgetary and odier 
qpptters. 1 have met diis week widi die House Qimmitlee on Hkber Education 
and die Senate Ways and Means Committee.

Once ^ain, evnyone seems to be ^eitiy upset that the Athletic 

Department wants to buiJd a new football stadium when funds for the 
library are being cut and other more important miprovements need to 
be made, bi this case, emyone seems to think tfart the athletic 

department is soaking off huge amounts of money into intercollegiate 
athiletics that would otherwise go into other areas of the university. 

In fact, the only funds that the athletic deportment gets directly 
from the university at all is its annual $225,000 student fee allocation 
from student government, funds which couldn't possibly be alloted to 
the library unless student ^vemment became generous overnight and 
pve the money directly to the Iftmy. If the student government 
actually did the latter, students woidd probably scream that the 
university was taking their money away. 

In fact, the athletic department is pretty stlf-sufficient and gets most 
of its funds from other sources. The following is a con^lete listing of 
the sources <rf revenue fen- the athletic department: 

Ticket Sales (all varsity sports). Guarantees (money guaranteed at 
away athletic contests), concessions (food, drmks, etc), fim and 
postage, investment income (from short-term investment of football 
income), radio rights, program sales and advertisement, general revenue 
(annual allotment from the Florida Legislature), Racetrack Scholarship 
Fund, Tip-Off Club, Seminole Boosters, student fees (student 
government aBotment), tdevision r^ts and bowl revenue. 

Of the above mentioned it should be noted that the annual $150,000 
allotment from the Florida L^isl^ine wffl probably be cut crfT starting 
in the coming fiscal year. 

At present, the plans for the new 60.000-seat football sUdium are 
just that - plans. The reason for having a larger, better situated stadium 
is that because they love to seat more students each year, the athletic 
department has fewer seats to sell and gets less money each year &om 
football, the main moneymaker for the entire interci^l^te program. 

I will fi^t along side everyone dse who wants to have the h-brary 
budget cut restored. I'm concerned as much as anyone about the 
quality of the library I use so much. Attacking the athletic department 
or the plans for the new stadium wffl afTect the b-biary as much as the 
price of tea in China affects the U.S. econom) . 

If a new stadium in built, it wiU be built mainly from a revenue bond 
issue and alumni contributions, libfuy funds are m no way affected by 
funds to intercollegiate athletics.

next academic year these were 
saved by the students. With minimal 
direction, and in a crisis situation, the 
fuactioMnK was smooth and with 
fittle panic. 

Seoecai students were cut by 
broken glass, dipped on the floo<Kd 
floor and steps, and one man was 
seen with the b^innu^s of a huge 
shiner after being cau^t by the leg 
of a chair 

After the fire was out, students 
ugam poured in to tr\ to salvage the 
paintings from the third lloor. 
Perhaps the first comit relief of the 
ev eni n g came when two students 
cjBiied out a bigger-than-life painting 
of a pvchedeiic nude.

Fire broke out in Westcott Hall 
late yesterday afternoon, gutting the 
fottith float art dqtartment offices 
aad atadkw and mdiinc in extensive 
water d amage to leooad aad third 
floor a di i d uis UaUw oEHces. 

The Tallahassee Fire Department 
received the call around 5:30 p.m. 
and dispatched five pumpers and two 
aerial trucks. By 7 p.m. the blaze had 
been brought under control, 
according to I ire Chief tail Levy. 

DAMAGE REPORT 

A special press headqustexs set up 
in Longmiie Lounge issued the 
following damage survey late last 

night: 

The fourth floor was 
completely gutted. Sections of the 
roof have caved in : 

- The third floor was extensively 
damaged by water. Sections of the 
ceiling have collapsed. There was 
mudi flooding. 

- The second floor to basement 
area were also damaged by water. 

- The administrative computing 
enter in the basement was knocked 

uui due to water leakage causing 
lloodmg. 

tvidently tliere was iiltle or no 
damage to the auditorium complex. 

No estimate has been made of the 
economic extent of the damage. 

ART SAVED 

Though the art department area 
was termed a total loss, an original 
painting by Reubens valued at 
$30,000 and works by Dr. Karl 
Zerbe, of the 1 SU faculty, vafated at 
up to SSO.OOO were saved. 

Administrative data files and 
student records and transcripts were 
also saved, according to Registrar 
William Wharton. Hundreds of 
stttdnite and menriiers of the faculty 
formed budcet lines both mside aad 
outside of the buHding to salvage as 
much material and wquqMBeBt as 
possible. 

"The material is unorganized, but 
intact," Wharton said .Mui h of it was 
moved to Doak { amp bell Stadium 
and placed under the protection of 
cunpus security. 

CAISE UNKNOWN 

The cause of the fbe or exactly 
where it started is not yetloiown. 
Chief Levy said. He noted that 
firemen anMag ob tta aeaa 



observed flames in the center of the 
roof above die arch and twin towers. 
The fire tfmd notlh and south 

under the roof. 

Reports of several persons who 
entered the fourth floor after the 
blaze had begun indicated that the 
most extensive damage was to the 
central drawing studio and 
classrooms. This area is located 
immediately behind the Mch and 
towers. 

Levy said the fire never spread ^ 

below the third floor ceiling. Damage 
below this point was caused primarily 
by the water. 

Firemen attacked the roof with 
high pressure hoses from both inside 
and outside of the building. 

Levy said about 75 per cent of his 
paaomtd heated fight the fire.

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Student Evaluation Re-Set 
For Week of May 12-16 



The Student Evaluation of 
Instruction, postponed from last 
quajter because of a foui-up in 
deliveries, has been rescheduled for 
the week of May 12-16. 

Secretary of Academic Affain 
Sue Caiey has announced that the 
mateiiab for die evahiatkm have 
now been compiled into individual 
packets for each class, through the 
efforts ot Gamma Sigma Sigma 
•ervice sorority. All classes will be 
evahiated with the exception of 
Directed Individual Studies, jpplied 
mu5ic jourses. internships and 
super\ ised research. 

Several changes have been made 
in both the format and 
administration of the evaluation 
since the last time such a project was 
attempted in 1966. 

A packet of materials which has 
teen compiled for each class 
inchides a set of questionnaires, a set 
of electrically scorable answer 
sheets, instructions for administering 
the evaluation, a form which the 
instructor may include in his 
evaluation of the course, and a letter 
'o the mstrucfor. 

These packets wiB be sent 
through campus mail to eadi 
instructor. The enclosed letter 
explains the purpose of the 
evaluation, and asks the instructor to 
tave the materials to a student who 
will volunteer to administer the 
evaluation and return the results to 



the Student Government 
Instructon may administer die 
evahiation tf ttiey choose to do so. 

The questionniare for the suncy 
hM been gteaiiy shortened from the 
booklet used two years ago. and the 
evaluation should take only 10-20 
minutes of class time. 

The purpose of such an 
evaluation, according to .Vliss Carey, 
is to provide a device for 
measurement of student response to 
various courses and to instruction 
they are receiving. By ptnnting out 
areas in which students feel they arc 
not cmnprehending or achieving the 
goals of various courses, the 
evaluation can be a valuable aid in 
improving instrui tion. 

An entire week is being 
designated for the evaluation to 
avoid conflict with tests or other 
scheduled activities such as fUms or 
Eucst speakers. The evaluation 
sliould be administered on May 12 
for MWF classes and May 1 3 for TTh 
classes if at all possible; but if 
another activiiy is scheduled the' 
evaluation may be administered any 
time during the week. Classes which 
meet "out of phase" should 
adni mister the evaluation during the 
first meeting of that week 

Results ot the evaluation will be 
computed as soon as possible, and 
made available to all faculty. 
students and adminisuators.

Martin tries to anticipate where 
sidewalks wiU be needed, as in this 
case of the two-laned sidewalk 
plMHied to extend to the new science 
center buildings. 

The difficulty lies in 
second-guessing students, 
unpredictable and 
independcni-minded who seek out 
the shortest point between two 
buildings, whether or not there is a 
concrete sidewalk. 

Many of Martin's sidewalks are 
bttMt over padu worn in the lawns 
amuat the campus. A quick stroU 
aiDttiid (he canpus or a ktok at a 
recent aerial ph o ta g a ph of Ae 
campus often isveals where sidewalks 
are most needed. 

"Sometimes this is helpful when 
you're trying lo decide the width of a 
new sidewalk." he said A path worn 
in the grass six feet wide would call 
for a sidewalk that size. A path only 
a couple of feet wide calls for a 
nanvw walk, naaning is necessary, 
since waflcs can somethncs be 
expensive - the partly completed 
"exjwessway" sidewalk has cost 
around S4,000 already. 

"We want to make the sidewalks

Some current sidewalk 
construction is being done near 
Wetloott and Longmire buUdings, 
where some M walks of red, white 
and blue conciete sections are being 
replaced by wider, plain concrete 
walks. The old wdk was unevoi 
because the roots of nearby trees 
pushed some of the sections up, with 
a hazard of someone being tripped by 
them. The grass around the walks had 
become worn also, showing a need 
for a wider walk. 

In some recent work, Martin has 
discovered one of Florida State 
College for Women's comer-cuttii^ 
on sidewalk costs. 

"Some of die ohl sidewalks we 
dug up whidi were built during the 
Depression had only about one indi 
of concrete with three or four inches 
of coal cinders under the concrete." 
he said. Because the I SCW heating 
plant burned coal for fuel, cinders 
were readily available and cheap 
buDding material, he said. 

Most of the sidewalks on campu* 
Have four inches <rf° concrete, 
although some which occaaonally 
carry maintenance trucks have six 
inches of concrete. 

Independent-minded and 
"hterary" students can ix" a bother in 
the sidewalk construction business, 
according to Martin 

Students wa.\ eloquent when a 
new sidewalk is poured, and the only 
solution Martin has found was to 
post a campus pottceman nearby to 
deter sludeata from etchmg their 
names and various epithets in the 
fresh concrete. 

After experimenting over the 
years with wire fences, Martin's 
present method for keeping students 
from walking on worn paths is to 
plant yucca and Spanish bayonet 
plants in their path. Perhaps as a 
reflection of growing student 
independence, Martin has noticed 
that it has become increasingly hard 
to keep students off the lawns and on 
tte sidewalks. 

The university's sidewalk 
"architect" is the Landscaping and 
Groundskceping Supervisor, Henry 
Martin. "At least I thmk that's the 
title, it changes so often," he said. 

Martin's sidewalk design and 
construction are only pan ol his 
duties, but he keeps one of his 
six-man construction crews busy all 
year round building and repairing 
the sidewalks.

Westcott's Tragic Heritage 



Westcott HuUding , which has 
meant "Honda State" to more than 
a hundred-thousand students who 
have pasted through its big arched 
entiutoeway duiing the past 59 
years, never had been struck before 
by a serious fin. 

SettUng prDfalems, the lewit of 
Wme built on land pocked wMi 
iLillcrs earth in the subsoil, had 
plagued the building, however, from 
time to time. The same problem also 
bothered two predecessor 
admUrtmiaa boSdingx on the same 
land. 

As late as last summer the 
university moved some art M» on 
the fourth floor of die Kntb wing of 
Westcott becwK of stntctmai 

uncertainities. 

SettUng resulted m condemnation 
of the very first building used at FSU 
- a columned white-painted masonry 
building in which the first classes of 
the Seminary West of the SMwamwe 
were held in 18S7.

Westcott, a 236-foot-long 
ftnicture with a sizabk auditorium 
west of this main part, develope d 
settling problems in the audttorium 
part. «hich in 1949 was condemned. 

It was replaced by the present 
1.600-seat Westcott Auditorium 
which was dedicau-d with a special 
ceremony at which then Gov. LcRoy 
Collins spoke and at which the Ute 
Ernst Von Dcriinanyi and Edward 
Kilenyi of the music stAoot ptayed a 
concert on Jamiray 10, 19SS. 

Westcott building, built when 
I lorida State UnWersity was Florida 
Stale Cdllci'c for Wcuncn and had 
only 200 students (in contrast to the 
more than 16.000 this year).

Military Justice, however, pending a 
decision by the court of inquiry 
investigating the Pueblo affairs. 

The officers conceded at a hearing 
before a Hooae armed services 
subcommittee that portions of the 
code of conduct need daiiflcation. 

However, they said the code 
would not be modified or its 
application changed in light of the 
North Koreans' capture of the Pueblo 
and its 82 crewmen. 

Um: clarification that surprised 
the subcommittee came from Brig. 
Gen. Lee A. Benade. deputy assistant 
secretary of defense for manpower 
and reserve affairs. 

Benade sidd a mtttary captive is 
allowed to give mote htformatien 
than name, rank, service number and 
dateof birtt. 

"We would be deluding ourseWes 
that you could stop and just give 
those four items," he said. He didn't 
specify what additional jniormaticsi 
would be pennissible.

more accurate. Therefore, the relay man will not go out too far, so that 
this throw will be shorter and therefore probably more accurate. 

if the ball is obviously a double and there will not be a play at 
second base, there is no need for the shortstop Jeff Hugan to cover 
second base. So, he w31 '^raH" Dick Gold and line himself up about 50 
feet behind; if the outfielder's throw to Dick Gold is bad, Hogan wiO be 
in perfect position to field it. 

This maneuver by Jeff Hogan leaves sectnid base unguarded, and if 
the runner sees he cannot reach third base safely, he could easily return 
to second base. But after the runner passes first base, big Jim Gunynski 
will follow him as he goes doun mi ixisscs soLund base. Gur/ynski will 
not try to race the runner to second base we WANT him to see tliat 
second base is unguarded so he wiO take a long turn around the base - 
and then Gurzynski can cover the base after the runner passes it. and if 
the runner cannot reach third we should have him trapped between 
second and tliird base.

Abortion Bill May be Delayed

Let's begin by apologbing for a bit 
of misinformation. The vote to 
■ reconsider yesterday's abortion biil 
does not have to come about within a 
two-day limit That is just the usual 

As a matter of fact, it wffl be very 
interestiiig to watch and see when die 
UU is leconsideied. 

After Monday's article in the 
Flambeau concerning the abortion 
bOl was on its way to the presses, 
^apitaj observers came fiMWird with 

this anaJysis. 

The move by Rep Don Reed 
(R-Boca Raton) to allow for 
reconsideration of the close 64 to SO 
vote could serve any one of a 
fourfold purpose. 

- Rep. Reed can now go on record 
to his constituency showing that even 
if he could not defeat the bill, at least 



he delayed it. 

- The bulkol public opinion either 
far or against the conttoveniai biB, 
wifl be manifest in the next few days. 
With this delajing action as a buffer, 
kgiilatm can now speak to 
constituents who are either for or 
against liberalized ibortion without 
being firmly on reord in support or m 
opposition to the bill i urthci. if 
public opinion seems to be going 
against the abortion bill - and 
especially with public displeasuie stiU 
evident In the wake of the legisiative 
pay raise biUs, a reconsidention 
could and probably would reverse 
Monday's vote. 

- If general public opinion seems 
to have turned against this legislation, 
lawmakers with constituencies if 
favor of liberalized abwtim taut a 
way out as wcU. 

Reed, who is House minority 
•eader and the chief t^ponent of the 
bill, could be persuaded to call for 
reconsideration of the abortion bill at 
a time when proponents are most 
conveniently taking a coffee break. 
With the proper arrangements the 
reconsideration vote could be 
handled without debate .And with 
the voting system computeri/ed in 
the legislature, the vote could be 
dispensed with and the biU defeated 



in less than 30 seconds. 

- There is no ruling indicating 
when Rep. Reed can or cannot call 
for reconsideration. It would be a 
slight breach of legislative protocul, 
but sound politics, lor hiiii to lake a 
nose count of members around the 
chamber at lunch time. Finding mure 
"nays" than "yeas" in the chamber, 
he could call for reconsideration and 
liberalized abcwtion could quickly 
and easily be put away for another 
year. 

What ever they opt to do. the 
legislators will not lose either face 
or potential voters. The choices of a 
pregnant woman faced with a life of 
misery however, are not so 
beneficmL

The Florida Legislature today announced the arrest of the student body of 
Florida State University as a preliminary step to countenct wbat kpdaian 
branded the rising wave of "flaming radicabsm" in Florida. 

Trained observers believe the UniveTsity of Fl«ida or the University of South 
Florida will be the next to fed the new legislative cnckdown on anivenities. 

Constniction has already begun on a 2S-f cot htgii batbed wiie fence to (Me«ent 
any students from lea*iqg the oonfines of the naivmity. CMtny to many 
nimots "floating*' around campus, the fence win not be electrified. There was 
some l^idative debate over posrible decUffication of tjiefence, at a cost of over a 
millkni dollars to the taxpayers. 

Proponents for electrification stated that the taxpayers of Florida stand "reat^ 
aiid willing" to pay their share in ridding the state of those "Commie hipjaes." 
Anti-clcctrification senators called f<« patrols of dqgs, rather than elec t iiii catioii, 
stating humanitarian purposes. 

I raud Qwirk. when informed of the legislative decision, buled the new 
legislature as the "most progressive yet." and praised the "return to the reason 
and principles that made this countiy great." 

The bells of Tal l a h ass e e nmg out loud and clear in support of ttie legisUttue, as 
Leon County schools werii dismissed for die remainder <tf the day fallowii« the 
legisUtive action. A promioent member of die Tallahassee City HaB, G. B%got. 
met with reporters eaily in the afternoon. 

Smiling and shaking hands with the assembled reporters, he stated: "It delights 
me to no end that the citizens <^ Tallahassee are once again safe to walk the 
streets at night I am ttankful that their (referring to the l^islatars) eyes were 
finally opened." 

.V prominent columnist for the Tallahassee Demogogue. a local paper, put llu- 
feelings of the entire newspaper staff both simply and eloquently when he said: 
"Dem punks got what dey deserve. Hue just ^ad I lived to see de glorious day. 
Pick dat cotton, boy.'" 

On the campus, reaction to the attest of the 16,000 students was nominal. 
Students for a Democratic Society organized an immediate protest, which drew 
approximately 50 students. The protest was quietly and orderiy. eventually being 
dispersed by 250 armed Tallahassee law officers, who marched into the crowd 
reading a court order to cease and desist and clubbing demonstrators. Thirty-five 
students were hospitalized 

Reigning L'niversitv Presideni Olto \ on .Marshall said of the incident: "I would 
like to apologi/c to both the legislature and the State of 1 lorida for the actions of 
so ob\ io .sly a minority of students. The studenU of FSU readily realize that 
everybody and anybody knows best, or at least better than thenndves. and wtH 
peacefuUy abide by the legidative dedsioa. To die students I say simply LAW 
AND ORDER. And if you don't abide by «Ws. students, a new footbdl stadium 
wiU be built to confine the atheletes separately." 

A statement from the executive tvanch of student government read in part: "It 
is good that we. as students, have a chance to see Firsthand the legislature of the 
great state of I lorida in action. Still, that does not lessen our conviction on free 
speech. You see, last spring diere was this demonstration..."

To the Editor: 

SDS's recent handouts have 
contained a sketchy outline of a very 
complex position so it is not 
surprising that Mr. Bourgeois has 
completely missed the point The 
following is a reply to die 
mitunderttanding evidenced by that 
letter: 

1) The handout does not imply 
that SDS represents a "subversive 
majority". What it says is that 'if the 
development of a subversive majority 
IS blocked by organized repression 
and indoctrination it may be 
necessary to emplo/ aparently 
undemocratic means so that genttine 
free speech can emerge." 

2) The media are not "geaenUy 
equally available to all that caa pay 
for the time or space." First the 
m^iority of the people cannot afford 
to pay for time or space on the mass 
media. .Second, even if they could 
afford to pay for the lime or space, 
the corporate interests which control 
the media would stiU prevent the 
development of anti-ruling class 
consciousness, either by distortion of 
revolutionary ideas or fay 
■toHght^ofward rqnenon. 

3) Mr. Bourge<ns adcs rhetorically: 
"What would be the conditions if 
SDS should be in die saddle?" SDS 
doetnoCirtBadtDi 
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class by another. Rather, it envisages 
a society wheie the people as a whole 

make the most inipoitani decisions; 
it wants to abolish the saddle, not 
occupy It. 

4) SUS IS well aware thai lis 
positions arc hard for many to ai ccpi 
( a fact which is explained b> SUS' 
analysis of United States' capitalism 
and imperialism) and that this buru 
it chances of being recognized. But 
recognition has never been an 
important iMue for SDS and it has 
stated that it would not accept 
recognition unless the non-acadcniu 
employees' union was also recopni/ed 
and given basic dcmocrala rights, 
such as a dues checkoff.
